BUILT IN ERITREA 


Designed to Carry 600 Tons of 
Material a Day, From Seaport 
to Asmara, the Capital.

ASMARA, Eritrea, Dec. 7.—Steel 
towers are being erected here for a 
wire-rope railway to connect As- 
mara with Massawa, Eritrea’s prin- 
cipal port, 50 miles to the east. 

On this railway, it is planned to 
carry 600 tons of material daily 
from the coast, at sea level, to this 
capital, at an altitude of 7500 feet. 

Steel buckets slung from an end- 
less moving wire rope will run for 
12% miles on the circuit, and then 
will be pushed over a small con- 
necting runway to the next circuit. 
There will be four circuits on the 50 
miles of railway. Each bucket will 
carry 1320 pounds of material.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. — The 
lines on which the practical politi- 


cians of both parties would like to 


see the 1936 presidential campaign 
conducted became evident this week 
with the announcement of the “plat- 
form of the nation’s business” by 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, which was quickly fol- 
lowed by Postmaster-General-Dem- 
ocratic National Chairman Farley's 
call to the Young Democrats for 
thousands of rousing Jackson day 
dinners Jan. 8 to listen to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt—and raise funds 
to pay off the Democratic deficit. 

Whatever the effect of the con- 
servative “business platform” on 
the agricultural Middle West, la- 
boring classes and the beneficiaries 
of Federal relief, there is no doubt 
that the unanimous adoption of this 
sweeping criticism of the President 
and New Deal will assure the Re- 
publicans an ample campaign fund. 
This fits in smoothly with Repub- 
lican Chairman Fietcher’s selection 
of a big business committee to raise 
money for the as yet unknown Re- 
publican presidential and vice-pres- 
idential candidates. And if the 
philosophy of the business platform 
is taken up by the Republican or- 
ganization, the chances that Sen- 
ators Borah, Nye and even Vanden- 
berg can dominate the Republican 
convention will be greatly lessened. 

Industry’s Aims in the Open. 

The keynoter of the manufactur- 
ers’ convention, President S. Wells 

the Detroit Steel Castings Co., 
not disguise an ambition to 
dominate the Republican conven- 
tion. He asserted that it was time 
for industry to mobilize its re- 
sources, including its cash, em- 
ployes and stockholders, to keep the 
Republican party from becoming 
“liberal, meaning radical.” He 
urged his listeners to go to the 
political conventions next summer 
and help draft the platforms. 

If this industrial keynoter and 
his business associates go to the 
national conventions they will learn 
a great deal about the writing of 
platforms. In the past that job 
has been done by the tried and true 
party dsmen; at the Demo- 
cratic conventions by Homer Cum- 
mings, Bruce Kremer, Daniel Roper 
and Carter Glass, and at the Re- 
publican meetings by such men as 
Ogden Mills, David A. Reed, 
Charles Hilles, Simeon D. Fess and 
Walter Brown. The business men 
get a courteous hearing from both 
sides and then the old guards sit 
around a table far into the night 
and decide just what planks will 
reach what votes. And of course, 
there is only a moral obligation on 
the selected candidates to live up 
to the adopted platform. 

Utley suggested, as a business 
innovation, that each industry 
should employ a “political man- 
ager,” who should work through 
district managers to bring pressure 
on local party leaders and prevent 
the renomination of New Deal Rep- 
resentatives in Congress. That is 
the old Anti-Saloon League political 
strategy and also was followed by 
the public utility interests. With 
the Townsendites and the war vet- 
erans using it now, the business 
interests will find competition in 
this field. 

Farley’s Old Line Strategy. 

Democratic Chairman Farley an- 
swered this challenge by calling on 
the Young Democrats to rally 
round Roosevelt and the New Deal 
program. He estimated that there 
are 4,000,000 young voters who 
might be attracted to the Presi- 
dent’s pledges. This is the old line 
strategy, and is coupled with the 
President's appeal to labor, agricul- 
ture and that section of the popu-

In his Atlanta speech, the Presi- 
dent ridiculed the type of business 
men assembled at the manufac- 
turers’ convention.

a half century undisputed and rec- 
ognized priority. 
“Economic Asphyxiation.” 

“Capital punishment by economic 
asphyxiation, as decreed by the 
Geneva humanitarians, never was 
invoked before 1935 and probably 
never will be tried again. 

“It is inflicted today upon Italy 
because she is poor in raw mate- 
rials and it exempts from Geneva’s 
law rich people, armed by their 
riches and by the greater arma- 
ments which their riches make pos- 
sible. 

“But those who have put in mo- 
tion the most unusual war device 
that history knows, have been mis- 
taken in their calculations. . ; 
Besides figures and graphs, they 
should have considered the reserves 
of all kinds which a great nation 
slowly accumulates. 

“Above all they have not taken 
into account the spirit of Fascist 
Italy, the spirit that, no matter 
what the cost, will find whatever it 
needs for resistance and salvation.” 

In concluding, Mussolini demand- 
ed the carrying out of Italy’s full 
program, declaring: “I mean to re- 
affirm in the clearest way that a 
solution of this crisis can be found 
only in full recognition of our right 
in safeguarding our African inter- 
ests. 

Action in Italy and Africa. 

“In the meantime, action con- 
tinues in Italy and Africa, where 
soldiers and Blackshirts are united 
in danger and are giving a merited 
and decisive victory to their coun- 
try.” 

Discussing Franco-British peace 
negotiations, he said: “It is not cer- 
tain that they will reach a happy 
and rapid conclusion. We have 
been asked to make known our 
unshakeable demands. This request 
is out of order because, on Oct. 
16, we made them known to the 
French Government. But, instead 
of concrete conversations, sanctions 
have come against the ‘aggressor.’” 

His reference to negotiations was 
to conferences in Paris between 
Premeir Laval and Sir Samuel 
Hoare, British Foreign Secretary, 
which, he said, did “not signify ne- 
gotiations.” 

On Premier Laval’s Course. 

The Dictator took a shot at Pre- 


mier Laval, stating: “One person 
believed he brought peace to his 
conscience by affirming that we 
accepted economic sanctions. That 
is not a fact. I protested strongly 
against even the mention of sanc- 
tions.” 

“Our counter sanctions,” he said, 
“were not only inevitable because 
we cannot import when we are for- 
bidden to export, but they also are 
logical and absolutely moral as a 
legitimate defense. 

“However, it would be altogether 
ungenerous on our part not to rec- 
ognize that large parts of the 
French people and all veterans were 
against sanctions and their appli- 
cation. : 

“We cannot ignore. the demon- 
strations of protest against sanc- 
tions in Belgium and in more or 
less official circles of various coun- 
tries. 

“To the governments of countries 
that courageously opposed the ap- 
plication of Article XVI (of the 
League of Nations Covenant—deal- 
ing with sanctions) our present and 
future gratitude is due.” 

His Reply to Hoare. 

He replied to the speech made 
by Hoare Thursday in the House 
of Commons by saying he had the 
right to expect acts to follow the 
word. “We take notice,” said the 
Premier, “that the Foreign Office 
(British) desires an Italy which is 
strong in its government and in its 
Fascism and an Italy capable of fill- 
ing with dignity its proper place in 
the life of Europe and the world. 
For 14 years we have worked for 
that. 

“Given Hoare’s promises, we have 
every right to expect their conse- 
quences. Italy cannot be strong in 
Europe as Hoare wishes, and as we 
wish, if the problem of security of 
its East African colonies is not 
solved. 

“She cannot be strong if she can- 
not show in her own territory her 
superiority over the lack of civili- 
zation which Hoare in his address 
recognized exists in Ethiopia.” 

Mussolini said Sir Samuel, “who 
has seen Italy in the Great War, 
can appreciate the vital needs of 
the Italian people.” Since then, he 
added, there have been revolutions 
and the “political consciousness” of 
the people has “been extraordinari- 
ly accelerated.” 

The dictator at one point said: “I 
have the impression they are be- 
ginning to see they have made an 
error in applying their principles, 
so as to give the appearance of a 
world crises to one of those colonial 
conflicts which other countries have 
solved with force, even after the 
World War, and even after the com- 
ing of the League.” 

Of the 400 Deputies, 43 were ab- 
sent on the East African front and 
11 others were on leave. Arrange- 
ments were made to broadcast the 
address to every town of the King- 
dom, as well as to the United States 
and other foreign countries. 

Italian War Measures. 


The opening of the annual ses- 
sion of the Chamber of Deputies, 
where approval of measures pro- 
posed by Mussolini and the Fascist 
Grand Council—sources of all acts 
of Fascism—has become a formal- 
ity, was set against a background 


of nationwide wartime organiza- 
tion.

Selects Electric Bond & 


Share, Giant 
Company — Moves 
Delay Other Actions.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Concen- 
tration of the New Deal-utility fight 
over constitutionality of the holding 
company law upon a single test in- 
volving the giant Electric Bond & 
Share Co. was sought today by the 
Government. 

Both Attorney General Cummings 


and the Securities Commission, ex- 
pressing eagerness for a swift su- 
preme court ruling, joined in seek- 
ing delay of the many other legal 
efforts to enjoin the act’s enforce- 
ment. 

The Government has filed suit 
against Electric Bond in a New 
York Federal Court, to force its 
registration with the commission as 
directed by the law. 

Pending a high court ruling on 
this case, the commission asked the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
to delay action on an injunction 
pleading of seven utility concerns. 

Question of Good Faith. 

Cummings told all United States 
attorneys that “despite efforts of 
the Government to test the validity 
of the act in an orderly and econom- 
ical manner...not only have a mul- 
titude of unnecessary suits been 
brought against the Government 
officials, but a number of stock- 
holders’ suits have been brought 
against various companies with a 
view to testing the constitution- 
ality of the act.” 

Cummings said that “in the light 
of action taken by the Government 
to safeguard the rights and inter- 
ests of both registering and non- 
registering companies, it may be 
questioned whether such stockhold- 
ers’ suits are brought in good faith 
and are free from collusion....” 

He requested District Attorneys 
to call this position of the Govern- 
ment to the attention of the cojirts 
where stockholders’ suits are pend- 


ing and said the Government does 
not plan to intervene in such 
actions. 


A Baltimore Federal Judge pre- 
viously had held the utility law un- 
constitutional in such a stockhold- 
ers’ suit. In that instance the Gov- 


ernment intervened as “a friend of 


the court.” 
Plea in Court Motion.

Commission said:

County Assessor Objects to 
Activity of ‘“‘Real Estate 
Analyst.” 


Assessor Martin L. Neaf of St. 
Louis County, who appeared before 


the County Court last Monday ob- 
jecting to the activity of Arthur 
L. Hardin, former Chicago real es- 
tate dealer, who has been obtain- 
ing lower assessments and delin- 
quent tax adjustments for property 
owners for a fee, said yesterday 
that it was unnecessary for a prop- 
erty owner to pay anyone for such 
services. 

Neaf, who has been occupied 
since he took office in 1933 with 
revising and modernizing the as- 
sessments of improved property, 
agreed that land assessments were 
equally in need of revision and said 
this would be undertaken next year 
if the required $20,000 for the work 
were made available by the County 
Court. 

In the meantime, Hardin, who 
first came to attention two years 
ago by buying up at sharp dis- 
counts warrants of sewer districts 
organized under the repealed Ralph 
sewer law, has been doing a prof- 
itable business as what he terms a 
“real estate analyst.” Going over 
plat books, he explained, he com- 
pared tax assessments, making note 
of instances in which the assess- 
ments seemed unreasonably high. 

Hardin’s Proposals. 

To the owners of such property 
he sent letters agreeing to attempt | 
an adjustment or reduction. If he 
was unsuccessful he was to receive 
nothing and pay the costs himself. 
If money was saved the taxpayer 
he was to receive half. 

Neaf said that it was necessary 
only for property owners whose as- 
sessment was unreasonable, because 
of clerical error or for other rea- 
son, to refer the matter to him. He 
questioned the authority of the 
County Court in granting reductions 
in assessments in cases other than 
those involving clerical error, say- 
ing this was a matter for the Board 
of Equalization, composed of the 
three members of the County Court, 
the Assessor and the County Sur- 
veyor. 

The Assessor also objected to the 
compromising of back taxes by the 
County Court except in extraordin- 
ary cases. John J. McAtee, attor- 
ney associated with Hardin, con- 
tended the County Court had not 
exceeded its powers in its action on 
application made by Arthur L. Har- |

MARYVILLE, Mo., Dec. 8. — In 

a talk before the Bar Association 

of the Fourth Judicial Circuit to- 


night at Maryvilie, Judge R. E. 
Culver of St. Joseph, chairman of 
the Missouri Judicial Council, de- 
clared that the majority of lawyers 
in the State Legislature in the past 
had not been in favor of improve- 
ment in the organization, practice 
and procedure of the courts. 

He told his audience of attorneys 
that the Judicial Council did not 
contemplate any revolutionary or 
fundamental changes in practice 
and procedure. “The desire of the 
council is to perfect as far as pos- 
sible the means and methods by |; 
which the courts seek to do jus-|' & 
tice,” the Judge said. :  & 

Once, in commenting on attor- 
neys, he said: “The trouble is that 
we talk and talk but do not unite.” 

The lawyers met to pay tribute te 
Judge G. R. Ellison, Chief Justice | 
of the Supreme Court and a mem-| 
ber of the Nodaway County bar. | 
The speakers were A. L. Cooper, 
Kansas City, president of the Mis-| 
souri Bar Association; Judges C. A. | 
Leedy Jr. and Caskey Collett of the) 
Supreme Court, and Judge F. M.|, 
Trimble, Kansas City Court of Ap-|§ 
peals. 

Selection of Judges. 

The council chairman, a former 
Circuit Judge, said that it was his 
personal opinion that the method of 
nominating and electing Judges in 
Missouri, in any except the rural 
circuits, was the most objection- 
able in use anywhere. He spoke of 
the scramble, that candidates for 
judgeship must take part in for the 
primary and election campaigns. 

“It is not that the man as an in- 
dividual is better than or above 
other candidates but that the office 
of judge is involved,” he said. “This 
idea has been sneered at but the 
fact remains that the people ex- 
pect different deportment from a 
judicial candidate than from one 
seeking to be Constable.” 

He praised attorneys as true 
guardians of the Constitution, and 
said the Constitution was as safe 
from assault by an official as it 
was from the humblest individual 
in the land. Lawyers and Judges 
alike have proven faithful to their 
oath to support the Constitution, he 
declared. 

Constitutional Conventions. 

The Judge did not spare the Mis- 
souri Constitutional Convention of 
1922, of which he was a member, 
from criticism. He pointed to the 
fact that the convention was in ses- 
sion from the spring of 1922 until 
the latter part of the next year. 

“Fifty-seven of the 83 members 
of that: convention were lawyers,” 
he said. “The talk of its members 
if transcribed on paper and baled 
would be sufficient to dam the Mis- 
souri River. When proposals which 
I think were good finally were 
wrung from a reluctant and obsti- 
nate majority, the cost of the con- 
vention had amounted to more than 
half a million dollars. The people 
were so disgusted with the cost of 
the convention that nearly all of its 
proposals were defeated.” 

In comparison, the Judge offered 
the Philadelphia Constitutional Con- 
vention “which in 112 days pro- 
duced the greatest document that 
ever came from the hand of man.” 

Speaking on the possibility of 
recommendations for changes in 
practice and procedure that may 
be made by the Judicial Council, 
Judge Culver said: “The law is not 
a dead issue. It is progressive. 
There is cause for-improvement in 
the organization, practice and pro- 
cedure in the courts. The question 
is: Do the lawyers favor it: The 
majority of lawyers in the General 
Assembly in the past have not. 
Most of the proposals of the Mis- 
souri Bar Association, the Associa- 
tion for Criminal Justice and the 
Constitutional Convention have 
been rejected.”

Origin of Commission. 
Replacing a railroad pension act 
held unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court, the present law was 
passed by Congress Aug. 20 and 
probably will be attacked in the 
courts by the railroads. It excluded 
railroad workers from the general 
old age pension and provided that 
they might retire at the age of 65 
after serving 30 years, with max- 
um pensions of $120 a month, the 
amount depending on length of 
service and rate of pay. 
A separate act, passed three days 
later, provided that the railroads 
must pay into the Federal Treasury_ 
3% per cent on their payrolls and 
the employes a like amount on their 
wages. When it was proposed at 
first to charge 4 per cent and 2 per 
‘cent, respectively, Treasury experts 
asserted a total of 10 per cent would 
be required to make the pension 
system self-supporting, and that the 
total of 6 per cent might create a 
$4,000,000,000 deficit in the pension 
fund in 10 years. The object of 
establishing the commission was to 
determine how much the pension 
schedule must be reduced or assess- 
ments increased to make the sys- 
tem pay for itself.

bank, have for many decades not only owned 
the wealth of the region but they have dom- 
inated the lives of the million or more people 
dependent upon coal. 

Self-Preservation Against 
Property Rights, Workers Say. 

It is a most extraordinary thing that has 
taken place during the last six years. The 
companies have been compelled to stand aside, 
helpless, their formidable private police forces 
of no avail, while from their lands coal has 
been taken in ever greater amounts. Officers 
of the Reading company here in Pottsville 
estimate that the “theft” of coal— their word 
for it—this year will amount to not less than 
$30,000,000 and it may run as high as $40,- 
000,000, although this may be high. 

The miners do not regard themselves as 
thieves. They call their mining operations 
“bootlegging” or “independent” mining. They 
speak of the “law of self-preservation,” they 
say it a*more important law than any law 
of private property. Their leaders give inter- 
views to the newspapers, address mass meet-

Earl J. Humphries, organizer and head of 
the Independent Miners’ Association, told the 
Post-Dispatch in an interview the other day 
that he intended soon to deliver an ultimatum 
to the president of the Reading Co. He will 
go to Philadelphia and he will tell President 
Tappen: “Open up the Burnside Colliery or 
we'll open it for you.’’ That, Humphries said, 
is the next step. 

“Bootleg” Miners Insist 
They Are Not Radicals. 

The reason this miraculous change has come 
about is not hard to find. In every coal min- 
ing town all but the higher executives of the 
companies are in sympathy with the “inde- 
pendent” miners. Merchants and professional] 
men are yirtually unanimous in saying that 
any measure of prosperity the coal towns now 
enjoy has come out of “bootlegging.” In 
Shamokin, which is one of the largest and 
most flourishing -towns in the anthracite 
region, the “independents” have held. three 
huge parades. The chief burgess of Shamokin 
announced recently that taxes were more 
nearly paid up than for any yéar since 1928 
and the inference was plain that it was “‘boot- 
leg”’ mining that had done it.

“We don’t say people haven’t a right to a 
profit,”” Humphries said. “‘We don’t even say 
the companies shouldn’t make a profit.

Why if they’d open up the col- 
leries and give us jobs again there’s hardly-a 
man but what'd give up bootlegging and go 
back to work again, It’s safer and you come 
under compensation and you don’t have to 
take the risks, the financial risks of gain or 
loss.”’ 

The companies have recently made it plain 
that they intend to try somehow to stop the 
remarkable “industry”? which has grown up on 
their property. Questioned as to how this 
will be done, officials say they do not know. 
They have appealed to the highest authority 
of the State, direct to Gov. Earle, with no re- 
sponse. They have indicated they. may next 
appeal for some sort of Federal check over 
“stolen” coal in interstate commerce. And 
failing this, no one knows what the companies 
will try, perhaps not even the company offi- 
cials. i 

There are many who feel a crisis will come, 
and with it violence and bloodshed, before the 
end of the winter. Meanwhile the bootlegging 
of coal goes on night and day. Through the 
thronged Main street of this town of 25,000; 
trucks carrying ‘“‘bootleg’”’ coal rumble con- 
stantly, destined for the big cities of the At- 
lantic seaboard. In Newark, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, “bootleg” coal sells for anywhere 
from $1 to $2 less than the regular retail 
price. 


Colliery Left to Rot 
But Workers Still Dig Coal. 


Branchdale, about 10 miles west of here, is 
a typical “bootleg” town. The Branchdale col- 
liery of the Reading Co. was abandoned near- 
ly four years ago, the mine shaft flooded, the 
machinery for processing the coal allowed to 
rust. In good times the colliery employed 
about 1000 men, in the mines and at the busi- 
ness of processing the coal. 

The colliery is a black ruin now, crowning 
the mountainous heap of black slag that was 
poured out when the colliery was in opera- 
tion. In the shadow of this mountain of slag 
is the narrow street along which the company 
houses in which the company employes lived 
and for that matter still live. They are now, 
almost without exception, “independent” min- 
ers. Plainly visible from the street in front 
of the abandoned colliery are three or four

Drastic steps were taken by Renninger and 
his lieutenants to enforce these restrictions. 
They dynamited, he said, 42 “bootleg” holes 
of miners who were selling their mine run coal 
to middlemen. Several times, according to 
Renninger, they have stood face to face with 
the company’s private police and have defied 
them. They have held the “independent” 
price in this. region to $4.50 for pea coal and 
$5.50 for nut coal and stove coal. Renninger 
and his aids require that all who go down 
into the “bootleg” holes and do actual mining 
underground shall share on an equal basis in 
the proceeds of the hole. A man who works 
at the top may be paid a wage, but not the 
miner himself. When recently a colliery owned 
by a small company—not one of the big five— 
opened for work, the order went out that “in- 
dependent” mining should cease on the prop- 
try of that company. 

“We'll fight for our rights,’ Renninger 
says. “I can call together 2000 men in an 
hour and in three hours I can have close on 
to 4000 assembled.

AN APPEAL TO SELF-INTEREST. 


President Sloan of General Motors looks upon the 
economic problems of the country from the point of 
view of a practical industrialist. President Moulton 
of Brookings Institution surveys the same scene from 
the ivory tower of disinterested scholarship. When 
two such men, from two widely separated points of 
departure, arrive at the same goal, more than co- 
incidence is involved. Their reasoning is based on 
observed facts and logical deductions. 

Speaking before the Congress of American Indus- 
try Dec. 4, Dr. Moulton laid down 10 conclusions, 
drawn from the findings of the Brookings Institu- 
tion. Among them were the following: 


The primary need is a rapidly-expanding total 
income, and a broader diffusion of this income 
among the masses of the people. 

A broader diffusion of income can best be 
achieved by reducing prices as rapidly as in- 
creasing efficiency will permit. 

Mr. Sloan, appearing Dec. 5 before the National 
Manufacturers’ Association, representing the coun- 
try’s largest industries, proposed a yardstick to ap- 
praise proposals for attaining a “soundly-based and 
widely-distributed economic well-being”: 

First, a reduction in the real and selling prices 
of goods and services. 

Second, a more economic balance of national 
income through policies affecting wages, hours, 
prices, profits. 

Thus, Dr. Moulton and Mr. Sloan are in agreement 
that purchasing power must be increased and that it 
can be increased through reduction of prices. Both, 
obviously, favor an economy of plenty over an econ- 
omy of scarcity. 

Now, there is nothing new or novel about these 
statements. The same thoughts have been expressed 
before, not only by men in high places, but by hum- 
bler ones who have done the simple thing of apply- 
ing common sense to the country’s economic plight. 
We recently cited the case of W. K. Kellogg, cereal 
manufacturer, who, in raising wages 12% per cent 
and continuing the six-hour day in his plant, said: 


There is no doubt in my mind that the solution 
of the unemployment problem in the United 
States lies in spreading employment among more 
workers without decreasing their buying power 
through reduced wages. By wages I refer to the 
gy in a man’s pay envelope—not the hourly 
rate. 


Pointing out the practical benefits in his business 
of the six-hour day in improving the morale and effi- 
ciency of workers, in lowering the rate of accidents 
and sickness and in reducing the unit of cost of pro- 
duction, Mr. Kellogg issued a challenge to industry: 


We are going to have to come to something 
like this. ... We shall never solve the unemploy- 
ment problem by “made work,” by the dole, ap- 
peals to patriotism and other methods that have 
been tried and found wanting. Nor would it do 
any good to divide up the available jobs without 
maintaining the total purchasing power. 


When the depression was still young, this was the 
gospel preached long and often by Edward Filene, 
the celebrated Boston merchant, who coined the 
aphorism, “Even 100,000 millionaires can’t make a 
market.” Mr. Filene, looking upon our incomparable 
producing capacity, and then upon the impoverished 
masses, would put money in the pockets of the latter 
so they can make the wheels of the former turn. 

So simple, however, is the generalization that the 
country’s purchasing power should be increased that 
the complexities of its application are likely to be 
overlooked. In both NRA and AAA, for example, 
the Roosevelt administration put money into the 
pockets of wage-earners and farmers, but this was 
done at the expense of prices. If wages and prices 
rise simultaneously, and $2 buys no more in 1935 
than $1 did in 1932, the effect is nil. Worse, wages 
nearly always lag behind prices, so that price ad- 
vances usually find workers with less real wages 
than they had before. Moreover, both NRA and AAA 
ignored the theory of plenty in favor of the theory 
of scarcity. 

How, then, can the pieces of the jig-saw puzzle be 
put together? Mr. Sloan suggests the answer. He 
says: “We must challenge industry’s thinking, its 
standards and its methods, in terms of broader de- 
mands of today and tomorrow.” In strikingly simi- 
lar fashion, Justice Brandeis has said: “Instead of 
amending the Constitution, I would amend men’s 
economic and social ideals.” 

We will try to put it more concretely. First, the 
great economic upheaval of the last six years cannot 
be resolved by legislative fiat or presidential decree. 
Second, industry must understand and agree upon 
the basic problem that the country’s purchasing pow- 
er will have to be increased to take up the slack in 
employment and.to furnish markets for industry. 
Third, following the example of such industrialists 
as Mr. Kellogg, industry must make room for all 
possible empisyes at the highest possible wage scale, 
and must sell its goods at the lowest possible level. 

If this is idealistic, it is also highly practical. If 
it involves the temporary sacrifice of dividends, large 
salaries and bopuses, it promises great returns for 
the long pull. We realize, of course, that thousands 
of employers will cry that labor‘ costs cannot be in- 
creased short of bankruptcy. In some cases, this is 
true. In many others, it is false. We point to the 
published records of large earnings of the past year 
as proof. 

Government has failed to solve the unemployment 
problem. WPA, like its predecessor, CWA, is only 
a shot in the arm. NRA is dead. AAA looks for- 
ward to a precarious future. If there exists in 
American business the quality of real leadership, now 
is the time to display it. To increase the nation’s 
purchasing power is not a matter of class or politics 
or isms, but of enlightened self-interest. 
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As we understand it, there will be no prejudice at 
the Olympic games in Berlin. Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews all look alike to Hitlerized Germany. 
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CIVILIZATION AND THE ROAD BUILDER. 

Italy’s major problem in the conquest of Ethiopia 
is that of transport. Mile by mile, as its armies ad- 
vance, highways must hurriedly be built, for the 
country has only scattered and narrow trails. The 
heavy traffic swiftly grinds away these makeshift 
roads, and constant repair is necessary, Conditions 
will be worse in the rainy season. Then, a corre- 
spondent writes: “Torrents turn roads into quag- 
mires, where men sink to the hip and animals floun- 
der and die.” Passage of trucks carrying supplies 
and reinforcements, of tanks and of artillery will be 
out of the question. 
troops that have already penetrated into the country? 
What will happen, indeed, to Mussolini’s whole ambi- 
tious plan of conquest? 

Ethiopia’s natural features—rugged mountains. 
deep canyons, soil that becomes sticky paste when 
rain falls—are its best defense. Civilization, it has 
been written, follows the road builder, This has been

true in our own country and elsewhere. Road-build- 
ing has been a virtually unknown art in the Ethi- 
opian hinterland, and that fact may help preserve 
the country from the type of civilization brought by 
artillery shells and bayonets. 
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HOW JIMMY GETS THAT WAY. 

If we seem to hang upon the words of Jimmy 
(Little Caesar) Miller, it is because the boss of the 
Fourth Ward is seldom in an expansive mood. Jim- 
my’s is a world of action. He would much prefer 
Napoleon to Talleyrand and would go for Henry of 
Navarre but not for Immanuel Kant. Jimmy has 
it all arranged, thus: St. Louis will vote for Roose- 
velt in 1936 by 25,000 votes; it will also be for 
Stark. Dickmann may lose in 1937 if Franklin 
Miller or John J. Cochran opposes him in the pri- 
mary. Barney has not been playing ball with Jim- 
my and the other boys and has jeopardized his po- 
litical future. If he plays dead from now on, the 
boys may decide to forgive him. That is a free 
translation of Jimmy’s position. 

For the information of the civics class, who may 
wonder why a supposedly obscure Justice of the 
Peace “rates” in municipal affairs, Jimmy Miller 
has 4000 or 5000 votes in his vest pocket at every 
election. In other words, in a close race, he may 
hold the balance of power. Men who seek public 
office in St. Louis find it expedient to “see” Jimmy. 
With his OK, a candidate may breathe easily, for, 
in addition to the assurance of Fourth Ward sup- 
port, he may also count on the support of Jimmy’s 
friends in other wards. Once a candidate is elected, 
he is in Jimmy’s political debt and there are a great 
many such men now in office. 

So Jimmy is a power in St. Louis and whatever 
he says may well be pondered. It may be distaste- 
ful to our readers that this is so, which brings us 
to the final point: Such men as Jimmy would be 
nonentities if there were such a thing as an active 
and aggressive interest in public affairs upon the 
part of the very ones who consider Jimmy’s dom- 
inance distasteful. 
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THE MISSING 14. 

The number of million-dollar incomes in the United 
States, the Treasury informs us, decreased from 46 
in 1933 to 32 in 1934. Before we shed tears over the 
14 who have passed out of the seven-figure bracket, 
let us look a little more closely at the statistics, It 
seems altogether likely that two of them slipped back 
into the $500,000-to-$1,000,000 category, which shows 
an increase of two. So our hypothetical pair didn’t 
do so badly, even if they went down the whole way to 
$500,000. It’s possible, of course, that the descent 
was from $1,000,000 to $999,999. | 

There are left a dozen hapless ones to be accounted 
for. We can only surmise, but the chances are 100 to 
1 that in their slide from the peak they brought up 
at some comfortable way station between the second 
highest bracket and that denoted by “$50,000 to $100,- 
000.” Let’s suppose they went down to $50,000. That's 
$50,000 of net income, for purposes of taxation, after 
all deductions. It is equal to a.4 per cent yield on 
$1,250,000. We reserve our tears. The 14 who have 
fallen from Olympus are still sitting, we should guess, 
on some fairly lofty heights. 
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THAT UNJUST COCONUT OIL TAX. 

Viewed from any angle, the tax of 3 cents a pound 
on Philippine coconut oil is an injustice. Congress, 
in the Philippine Independence Act, provided for free 
admittance of 448,000,000 pounds of this product an- 
nually. A few days after the islands had accepted 
the act, Congress broke the promise by levying the 
tax, over President Roosevelt's protest. Because co- 
conut oil is the second largest Philippine industry, 
this tax, amounting to a 100 per cent levy, is certain 
to work severe hardship on the islands as they enter 
upon independence. 

For the American consumer, the tax is likewise 
an injustice. It means an increase in the price of 
soap and other products in which the oil is used. 
It competes only slightly with farm products (cotton- 
seed oil, dairy products and tallow), for whose pro- 
tection it was passed. The farmers, indeed, will be 
damaged by the,resulting reduction of the Philippine 
market for their products. It is not a revenue meas- 
ure, for the law provides that the money raised shall 
be paid to the Philippine Government. Comptroller- 
General McCarl, however, has held that provision 
illegal, and has refused to make the payments. 

The tax thus involves a broken pledge, an economic 
injustice and a legal tangle. Its repeal is assuredly 
in order. One bill, now widely discussed, is a com- 
promise in that it would remove the tax on oil used 
for inedible products, amounting to about 70 per 
cent of total imports, and retain it on that part used 
for food products. The bill is plainly an effort to 
placate the farm interests which played a major part

Dr. Dixon Ryan Fox, president of Union College 
and of the New York State Historical Association, 
minced no words in his criticism of teachers’ oath 
laws, now spread to 22 states, in his address before 
the National Council of the Social Sciences. ‘“‘Dogma,” 
he said, “is being substituted for inquiry.”

Thought to Be Oldest New Testa- 
mént Manuscript in Any 
Language.

7.—What experts think is the old- 
est New Testament manuscript in 
the world, a worn piece of papyrus 
| from the second century, 
‘has been found in the Rylands 
Library here. 
| The manuscript, written in Greek;

'the Codex Sinaiticus. It comprises 
verses 31 to 33, and verses 37 and 
|38 of Chapter 18 of St. John’s 
| Gospel. 

| It’s chief significance, librarians 
explain, is that it can be accepted

as proof that St. John’s Gospel was 
one of the first, rather than one of 
the last, to be written. 

How the papyrus reached the Ry- 
lands Library has not been deter- 
mined. It is assumed that the 
fragment was included in a collec 
tion of papyri brought from Upper 
Egypt. C. H. Roberts, a fellow of 
St. John’s College, Oxford, who 
found the manuscript, said: “It un- 
doubtedly is the earliest known 
fragment of the New Testament in 
any language.”

Stripper Machine Dynamited. 


Several times when several “boot- 
leggers” have begun to dig on the 
same hillside, the company has 
thought to forestal! them by going 
into the area with a huge steam 
shovel known as a stripper. The 
idea is to strip as much of the sur- 
face coal as possible to prevent the 
“bootleggers” from getting it. Once 
the “independent” miners presented 
such a menacing front that work 
with the stripper was stopped for 
several days. The “independents,” 
according to the Pottsville paper, 
considered asking the local court 
for an injunction to keep State po- 
lice off the land. On another occa- 
sion a group of “independents” then 
dynamited the machine. There is a 
definite hostility toward these ma- 
chines which can pick up at a sin- 
gle bite from four to 10 tons 
mineral.

Re-Making Masterpieces, 


Asa Prize Playwright Sees It.

Three times I have been so attract- 
ed. Once was when I read Edith 
Wharton’s story, “The Old Maid.” 


Again when I read, Somerset 
Maugham’s story, “The Human 
Element,” and I believe I have 


adapted both for the stage with 
theatrical effectiveness: and with- 
out destroying the integrity of the 


public will find them as interesting 
as I did is another matter, of 
course. 

Mrs. Wharton told her story mag- 
nificently in her novel. She filled 
it with deep emotion. I’ve followed 
her, selecting those parts of the 
book which could be presented in 
the play. I admire Mrs. Wharton 
tremendously, and I’m proud that 
she trusted me to do the dramatiza- 
tion as I thought best.. She gave 
me carte blanche, and never even 
asked to see the manuscript. I 
did show it to her representative— 
but that was because I preferred 
to. There was no limitation what- 
ever put on me. 

In conclusion, if a story is worth 
telling, or if some new variation .of 
it is worth telling, and it is told in 
some manner which relates it to 
life, or awakens the imagination, 
that is enough. The moral, the 
problem, the philosophy, the mood 
will take care of themselves or 
not be missed.

For a writer, aside 
from any question of awards, prog- 
ress lies in labor; in the simple 
habit of devoting himself to the 
practice of writing and to his con- 
tinual awareness of the merits of 
the work of other writers. 

The industrious mind often con- 
cerns itself with work which it has 
not created. “Some writers turn to 
history for tales to retell; others to 
the pages of the newspapers; others 
to legend and gossip; still others, 
quite definitely, to a play or novel, 
with the intention of transposing it, 
for one reason or another, into a 
different form. Indeed, almost all 
literature is the art of adapting ma- 
terial, found here and there, to the 
writer’s purpose. Very little which 
is purely imaginative fulfills his 
needs. 

However, I wish to speak here

ICTURE theaters about town 
P are beginning already to adver- 

tise their Christmas shows— 
such as “A Tale of Two Cities” 
and “Captain Blood”’—so that it 
will probably be within the limits 
of general information to say that 
the fare offered now is not of ex- 
ceptional quality. All the first-run 
houses, for instance, are showing 
double bills, so that the choice of 
entertainment is attended by much 
picking and pawing over.

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“TEN BEST PICTURES” 
OF 1935 SELECTED

HAT annual ballot in which some 450 motion picture review- 
ers throughout the country are invited by The Film Daily, a 
trade pubjication, to select the “10 best pictures of the year’’ 
is with us again. And since the individual nominations permit a 
little stroking of beard and reminiscence, I announce my own 
choice. On my ballot, I have placed “Alice Adams,” Broadway 
Melody of 1936," “Chu Chin Chow,” “The Dark Angel,” ‘‘David 
Copperfield,” “The Informer,” “Lives of a Bengal Lancer,’’ 
“Naughty Marietta,” ‘‘Roberta’’ and ‘‘Ruggles of Red Gap.” 

The merit in each case was determined, aside from the many 
virtues of good picture-making, by the presence of some quality in 
which the film itself excelled. In “Alice Adams,” it was the sympa- 
thetic understanding of the frustrations of a girl who, to most people, 
would only look absurd. “Broadway Melody of 1936,” on the other 
hand, was as nearly pure diversion as 1935 offered. 

“Chu Chin Chow” contained all the fanciful delight of the folk 
tale on which it was based. “The Dark Angel,” more than any pic- 
ture of the year had taste, in writing, acting and directing. “David 
Copperfield” was the perfect recreation of characters on the printed 
page. “The Informer” must be classed as the outstanding screen 
drama, even as “Lives of a Bengal Lancer” was the year’s tip-top 
melodrama, in main effect. 

“Naughty Marietta” rose above the operas and operettas. “Ro- 
berta” Rad style, in its dancing, its music, costumes and settings. 
“Ruggles of Red Gap” was the comedy success, the hilarious assem- 
bly of fun-makers, with an exceptional performance by Charles 
Laughton. 

Several other pictures are nearly as deserving as the 10 named, 
and no reviewer should be ashamed to put “Private Worlds,” “Pow- 
er,” “The 39 Steps” and “Imitation of Life” on his list. The choice is 
somewhat restricted, in that it includes only features released gen- 
erally between Nov. 1, 1934, and Oct. 31, 1935, excluding thereby road 
shows such as “A Midsummer Night’s Dream” as well as the short 
subjects. 

Six of the 10 pictures nominated played to extended engage- 
ments: at St. Louis first-run houses and another, “Ruggles of Red 
Gap,” has been one of the year’s most popular pictures in neighbor- 
hood theaters. Loew’s played four of the 10, the Shubert three, Or- 
pheum two and the Missouri one. 


* * 
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RODUCTION of a fine motion picture is no happen-so. MHolly- 
wood today is able to enlist the work of more artists of capa- 
bility than any theatrical. producing center in the world. When it 
falls short, artistically, one basic fault is usually the explanation. It 
is that motion. pictures must, of necessity, seek to please many 
millions of people at the same time. They must always walk a tight 
rope over a thousand tabus. 

Faced with handling a theme of social import, the screen often 
makes the magnificent theatrical approach and then says nothing, 
as in “Black Fury.” It scans the news columns for timely ideas and 
then discusses them with a ridiculous lack of understanding, as in 
‘Red Salute.” It copies, ad infinitum, the popular successes, as “It 
Happened One Night,” “The Thin Man” and “One Night of Love.” 
It stays off satire and will not kid itself. 

The reverse of the situation offers short subjects which succeed 
where features fail. “The March of Time,” in discussing the boot- 
legging of coal in Pennsylvania, licked “Black Fury” to a frazzle; 
Walt Disney's “Who Killed Cock Robin?” created a half dozen char- 
acters, such as the green parrot as prosecutor, which satirized stock 
screen figures. Disney’s work is virtually the quintessence of screen 
art. . 

Color entered the picture last year with “Becky Sharp” and 
caused no great excitement thereby, but will be flowering four or 
five-fold in the first half of 1936. Dialogue became cleaner on the 
surface but full of double meanings, which no reviewer can ever cite 
in case, yet “King Solomon of Broadway,” for instance, might be ac- 
cused several times. 

Over the course of a year, there have been many pleasing and 
sensible pictures. “The Arizonian,” “Broadway Bill,” “The Case of 
the Lucky Legs,” “The Crusades,” “Diamond Jim,” “Escapade,” “Es- 
cape Me Never,’ G-Men,” “The Gay Deception,” “The Gilded Lily,” 
“The Good Fairy,” “Hands Across the Table,” “Here's to Romance,” 
“Hooray for Love,” “The Little Minister,” “Love Me Forever,” “Oil 
for the Lamps of China,” “The Pursuit of Happiness,” “Sanders of 
the River,” “The Scarlet Pimpernel,” ‘Sequoia,” “Thunder in the 
East,” “We Live Again” and “The Whole Town’s Talking” have been 
recommended, for one type of enjoyment and another.

FEW REAL ESTATE 
LAWS ARE EXPECTED 


Details of Existing Agencies 
Possible. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Real es- 
tate men are looking ahead to a 
modest legislative program touch- 
ing their field in the next session 
of Congress, compared with the far- 
reaching legislation enacted under 
the New Deal in the past three ses- 
sions to provide -elief for home 
and farm owners, thaw out frozen 
assets of financial institutions and 


On the threshold of the coming 
session, New Deal chieftains have 
been hauling near-completion of 
the vast program of farm and ur- 
ban home refinancing undertaken 
by the HOLC and farm credit agen- 
cies. 

No further legislation along that 
line is anticipated in informed 
quarters, although there has been 
some talk of new measures to fa- 
cilitate farm ownership and financ- 
ing. 

Legislation to perfect technical 
details of operations by existing 
agencies may be introduced, offi- | 
cials predicted, and insurance of 
modernization loans may be ex- 
tended from April 1 for the rest of 
the year. 

Also there has been talk of get- 
ting congressional approval for a 
Government guarantee of Federal 
Home Loan Bank debentures in 
the event the system resorts to 
such financing to raise more capi- 
tal for lending to member institu- 
tions. 

At this stage, discussion centers 
mainly on what may be done to- 
ward working out a long-range plan 
for development of low-cost 
housing. But nothing definite ap- 
pears to have emerged from the 
talk yet.

DURING OCTOBER 


\Some Housing Officials, 
However, Say That Gen- 


eral Level Remains Too 


High to Assure Anything 
Like Boom in Building 
for Few Months. |

| WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A 
| downward trend in real estate fore- 
|'closures has become more clearly 
defined, following three years of 
| widespread financial distress 
|among property holders. 

_ October foreclosures in 911 com- 
! munities throughout the United 
states, representing about 51 per 
cent of- the total population, 
|'dropped to the lowest level record- 
ed this year. 

| The total, as compiled by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board, 
'was 14,313 compared with 14,338 
'_in September and with 16,187 in Oc- 
'tober, 1934. That was a decline of 

nearly 12 per cent from the 1934 
| figure. 

In 1934 foreclosures continued to 
|increase in the final half of the 
| year and last January reached a 
| peak of more than 18,000, partly at- 
itributed to seasonal influences. 
| On basis of the recent decline, 
home loan officials expect. aggre- 
| gate foreclosures for 1935 to be 
'somewhat smaller than in 1934. A 
‘continuation of the recent trend, 
‘they pointed out, would mean a 
substantial drop next year. 

For the first 10 months the total 

for the 911 reporting communities 
was about 160,000, slightly less un- 
der that for the corresponding pe- 
‘riod last year. 
' The Home Loan Board is analyz- 
‘ing the returns to show where the 
'decline has been greatest, whether 
‘for homes, farms or commercial 
| buildings. 

Federal credit agencies report in- 
creasing evidence of improvement 
in financial conditions among home 
and farm owners and some real es 
tate experts believe the drop in 
foreclosures has been! mainly in 
those sectors. 

Available information, they said, 
still indicates a high level of fore 
|closures among commercial prop- 
erties. 

Some housing officials say the 
‘general level of foreclosures also 
‘remains too high to assure any- 
ithing approaching boom conditions 

|in building for many months. But 
| they held the recent downturn could 
' be accepted as a promise of broad- 
‘ening revival in new construction 
‘in 1936. 

In many communities, it was said,

'construction and mortgage lending,

Mustangs will battle Stanford in 
the Rose Bowl with an untied and 
unbeaten record. Playing in rain and 
on a sloppy field, they completed 
their great record today by smoth- 
ering Texas A. and M., 24 to 0, to 
win their first Southwest Confer 
ence championship since 1931. 

It was the Mustangs’ twelfth and 
final hurdle on a schedule that in- 
cluded some of the nation’s out« 
standing teams. They scored in 
the first few minutes when elusive 


Robert Wilson, All-America half- 


back, raced through a broken field 

for 60 yards to a touchdown. 

Stanford Coach Scouts Mustangs. 
The long gallop fired the Meth- 


odist crew to a high fighting pitch 
and not once did,A. and M, have 
a chance for victory. 

Coach Claude E. (Tiny) Thorn- 
hill of Stanford, who scouted the 
Mustangs, remarked that they 
played an impressive game al- 
though he realized they never werd 
under pressure. 

Coach Bell, once his charges had 
a substantial advantage, used nu- 
merous reserves in order to save 
his regulars for New Year's day 
at Pasadena. 

It was a typical Southern Metho- 
dist game, sprinkled with long 
touchdown runs, daring forward 
passes and a field goal by giant 
Maurice Orr, a tackle. 

After Wilson’s run he _ soon 
passed to Tipton, end, who raced 
20 yards for the second touchdown 
of the first period. Both times, 
Orr place-kicked goal. 

Orr Kicks Field Goal. 

Southern Methodist made it 17 to 
0 early in the third period when 
Orr booted a field goal from the 
16-yard line after the Mustangs had 
been held for three downs. 

The third touchdown came late 
in the fourth on a 28-yard pass, 
and Turner’s line plunge from the 
one-yard line. Weant kicked the 
goal.

University City tried ts pass its 
way to another score but two in- 
terceptions ruined the threats. Mi- 
ami started still another drive that 
ended with Lewis intercepting a 
pass deep in University City terri- 
tory as the game ended. 

Shakofsky Is Star. 
Shakofsky, the 190-pound Uni- 
versity City battering ram, is one 
of the greatest allround backs seen 
here this year. He not only gained 
74 yards from scrimmage and did 
the passing and kicking for Uni- 
versity City, but he came up on 
defense to stop many a Miami play. 

With only nine reserves on tne 
bench, the University City team 
was at a serious handicap, as Mi- 
ami flooded the field with ‘resh 
and capable substitutes. Miami’s 
pass defense, perfected to stop 
some of the South’s outstanding 
high school teams, effectively muz- 
zlied University City’s aerial game, 
the Indians completing only three 
of 19 passes.

Dike of Constitutional 
Restraint, to Sea of Ar-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. — A 
warning against opening “the dike 
of constitutional restraint’ to “the 
sea of arbitrary power which lies 
behind” was given tonigh: hy Sen 
ator Borah of Idaho in a radio 
speech. 

Calling the coming election “an 
event the most notable in the af- 
fairs of the Republic,” he said: 
“We all feel that the coming elec- 
tion is to be one\| of uncommon 
interest and of very dezp signifi- 
cance. We are discussing constitu- 
tional government and the preser- 
vation of liberty. I ask whose lib- 
erty? What liberty? The man or 
group of men who hedge about or 
control my right to engage in or 
remain in business are my mastrrs 
and the masters of my children. 

“If we are going into a fight on 
the lines where the battle swings 
let us fight for free enterprise, free 
economic system, free America, 
free from control by monopoly, 
free from bureaucratic control. The 
times will not permit of a sham 
fight.” 

Invalidation of NRA. 

In his sole reference to a New 
Deal activity by name, Borah said 
recovery was generally thougat to 
date from the Supreme Court de- 
cision invalidating the NRA. 

“I only recur to the decision at 
this time as a basis for the view 
that when we under‘ake to sell 
short the American democracy we 
almost-certainly make a mistake,” 
he said. “One of the _ strange 
theories which our confused and 
troubled -days have thrown to the 
surface is that democratic ‘nstitu- 
tions in some way or other stand 
in the way of economic progress. 

“When you propose to wipe out 
state sovereignty you are not fpro- 
posing mere change in our form 
of government, you are proposing 
to destroy it. There can be no 
such thing as a great Federal un- 
ion without great commonwealths 
upon which it may rest. 

Stands for Constitution. 

“When it is proposed to curtail 
or limit the rights of the citizen 
and control his judgment as to how 
we shall direct his business you 
are not changing our form of gov- 
ernment. You are destroying it. 
Once the dike of constitutional re- 
straint is opened and the sea of 
arbitrary power which lies behind 
is invited in, the inundation of per- 
sonal rights and personal liberty 
will ultimately be full and complete. 
We should strengthen the dike at 
every point. — 

“I am perfectly aware in calling 
attention to these things in urging 
they be stopped that you subject 
yourself to the charge of being a 
radical—dangerous. A radical these 
days seems to be one who believes 
in the Constitution of the United 
States, in constitutional democracy 
and in striking down whatever 
threatens its existence; one who 
believes that no price is too high 
to pay and no sacrifice too great to 
make in order to preserve a gov- 
ernment of justice, of order and 
law.” 

Brookings Institution Reports. 

Borah cited Brookings Institution 
reports which he said disclosed 
“that at no time during the ‘last 
30 years have we produced in excess 
of the people’s needs on the basis 
of a decent reasonable standard of 
living.” 

Turning to earlier “prosperity” 
days as reflected in these same re- 
ports, Borah said 70 per cent of the 
population had no more than the 
bare necessaries and at least one- 
half less than that, though “we had 
the gold standard, a balanced bud- 
get, our currency was sound—test- 
ed by the most rigid rules of ortho- 
dox finance. The only national sur- 
plus we had during this period was 
confidence. We called it prosperity. 
It was a pretense—a deception. It 
came near being wholesale legalized 
extortion with the Government, like 
Saul of old, consenting to the crime. 
Any disturbance in the financial or 
economic world would necessarily 
shake the whole structure from cen- 
ter to circumference. The disturb- 
ance came, and almost overnight 
millions of industrious men and 
women went on relief, humiliated, 

discouraged, and they still are.” 
Farm Problem. 

He said the farm problem was 
one of the results of this “malad- 
justment.” 

He said thousands of young men 
of ability were estopped from their 
chosen business “by some hoary mo- 
nopoly,” and added combines and 
agreements “are raking off in the 
way of arbitrary prices the last 
penny possible from millions of 
American people.” 

_“This accounts in a large mea- 
sure for the fact that after four 
years of unprecedented effort we 
still have some 12,000,000 unem- 
ployed; while some are put to work 
others exhausted of their means are 
forced on relief.”

On $1,000,000 Rum Plant' 
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Government-Operated 


Distillery Ready to 


Turn Out 250,000 Gallons a Year—Product 


Famous in Eighteenth Century. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A mil- 
lion dollar government plant in the 
Virgin Islands is ready to turn out 
250,000 gallons a year of fine brown 
rum to pull the island possessions 
out of the “poorhouse” class. 

Revival of this once profitable 
and famous industry in the Carib- 
bean is being undertaken as a 
strictly business venture by the In- 
terior Department through the in- 
sular administration of Gov. Law- 
rence W. Cramer and the Virgin 
Islands Co., a government agency. 

Some 40,000 gallons of rum was 
manufactured in the season of 1934 
and 220,000 more in the spring of 
this year. All this is being aged in 
wooden casks and will reach the 
United States market in two to five 
years from the time of distillation. 
None is on the market yet. 

Rum making is one of several 
activities of the year-old Virgin 
‘Islands Co. in its effort to make 
the islands self-supporting. Other 
ventures include the raising and 
marketing of choice tomatoes for 
the off-season continental trade, 
limes and sugar. Part of the 
island’s sugar crop goes into rum 
making and part of it is sold in 
competition with other off-shore sug- 
ars from Puerto Rico, Cuba, Ha- 
waii and the Philippines. 

Young Americans in Charge. 

Two young American executives 
are directing the new rum busi- 
ness. Cramer, 38 years old, has 
been in office since last August, 
when the Senate’s investigation of 
his predecessor, former Gov. Paul 
M. Pearson, wound up in a blaze 
of political fireworks and left the 
office vacant. President Roosevelt 
appointed Cramer largely because 
of his successful administration as 
Lieutenant-Governor of the island 
of St. Croix. 

Some of the Senate investigators 
predicted Cramer’s job would be no 
snap and privately regarded his ap- 
pointment as a temporary one. 
They anticipated returning the is- 
land administration to the navy. 
Cramer said he could hande it, 
hostile anti-government factions in 
St. Thomas notwithstanding, and 
set out to keep the people too busy 
to make trouble. 

Abject poverty was the big prob- 
lem. Herbert Hoover visited the 
islands during his administration 
and found them “an effective poor- 
house.” The vagaries of trade and 


the competitive enterprise of the 


British West Indies had left them 
stranded. 
Famous for Rum in 1771. 

When in 1917 the United States 
bought the islands from Denmark 
for $25,000,000, rum manufacture al- 
ready was in the doldrums. | 
hibition finished it, and with it went 
the last vestiges of a former pros- 
perity. 

In colonial days St. Thomas had 
been the chief slave port. It was 
famous for rum long before the 
American revolution. Over a mil- 
lion gallons of fine rum was borne 
from St. Croix distilleries to the 
capitals of the world in sailing ves- 
sels in the year 1771. 

The Virgin Islands Co. has as its 
president Boyd J. Brown, Virginia- 
born former certified public accoun- 
tant. His age is the same as Cra- 
mer’s, 38. Educated in Washington 
and at Swarthmore College, he went 
to the Virgin Islands on the same 
boat with Cramer, as Government 
secretary. 

Brown set out .» learn che rum 
business. For five months he stud- 
ied records, toured United States 
distilleries and conferred with ex- 
perts. 

The Virgin Islands Co. bought the 
Bethlehem estate in the island of 
St. Croix, a vast old Danish sugar 
establishment, together with 3000 
acres of land and the central sugar 
factory and distillery at Christian- 
sted. Both factories had to be re- 
modeled. 

3000 Acres Cleared. 

Clearing dense jungle growth 
from 3000 acres of vall€y in the cen- 
ter of the island gave employment 
for 1500 natives. The company has 
kept its employment rolls up tc 
about that level since then, through 
expansion of activities. Twenty- 
two hundred acres were planted 
and 1400 are now in cane. From 
this and from native planters the 
company obtained enough sugar-to 
run through and barre! its first big 
batch of rum. 

The company has selected a label 
bearing the words “St. Croix rum” 
above an American eagle. 

Criticism about “putting the Gov- 
ernment in the rum business” has 
ceased to worry Cramer. He called 
it a practical method for providing 
some measure of prosperity and 
employment for 22,000 persons 
whom the United States has under- 
taken to govern and protect. 

The Governor estimates it will 
take less than five years to put the 
islands on a self-supporting basis. 


ORDER ASSESSING COSTS | 
IN THOMASSON CASE SET ASIDE 


Judge Douglas Sustains Petition 
Filed by Boatmen’s National 
Bank on 1933 Order. 

The petition of Boatmen’s Nation- 


al Bank, as executor of the will of 
Hugh W. Thomasson, elderly weal- 
thy realty owner, asking the court 
to set aside an order assessing costs 
against his estate incurred in the 


90-day trial to determine his sanity. 
was sustained yesterday by Circuit 
Judge James M. Douglas. The costs, 
amounting to $2725, included fees 
due 64 witnesses, court fees and an 
award of $750 in favor of Forest 
P. Trales, who had been appointed 
to represent Thomasson. 

In the bank’s motion it was set 
forth that the hearing was confined 
to an issue of jurisdiction whether 
Thomasson was mentally capable 


of changing his residence. A jury 
returned a verdict in December, 
1932, that he did not possess suf- 
ficient mental capacity to change | 
his legal domicile which was found 
to be in this city. 

However, Thomasson died Jan. 
28, 1933, before there had been a 
final termination of the case, which 
by reason of his death was abat- 
ed. Consequently the _ executor 
averred that the costs should be 
assessed against Miss Elmira Town- 
send, the petitioner, who was a rel- 
ative of Thomasson. 

Former Circuit Judge Hoffmeist- 
er, who presided at the jurisdiction 
trial, made the order assessing 
costs against the estate in March, 
1933. Tralles, Miss Townsend and 
her sister, Mrs. Ella Bolles, object- 
ed to Judge Douglas’ action on the 
ground he was without power to 
vacate the order, pointing out that 
the term of court in which the oriz- 
inal entry was made had expired 
prior to the filing of the executor’s 
motion, further that the proceed- 
ings had been filed in good faith. 

In his will Thomasson bequeathed 
his property to the public schools of 
Missouri. Collateral heirs filed a 
will contest but a jury decided 
against them, and they have an ap- 
peal pending.

| This racket was described by the 
investigators as a truckmen’s alli- 
"ance which allegedly exacts tribute 
‘from unwitting housewives on every 


|loaf of bread they buy. Though the 
retail price of braad and other bak- 
ery products may fluctuate in dif- 
ferent stores, it was charged, the 
extra penny or two is tacked on ev- 
erywhere so that the racketeer may 
get his “slice.” 

In a raid on the headquarters of 
the Flour Truckmen’s Association, 


Inc., books and records were seized 
by Dewey’s men. Since 1933, agents 
declared, the organization has levied 
a tribute of 15 cents a*barrel on all 
the flour carted in the metropolitan 
area, 

The city’s bakers, who use some 
9,000,000 barrels of flour annually, 
have been forced to raise their 
prices, and the housewife pays the 
difference. 

Following the _ original raid, 
Dewey’s agents seized the books of 
a dozen other trucking organiza- 
tions to learn if they, too, were 
levying the racketeer’s loaf. 

Dewey intimated that indictments 
charging conspiracy in restraint of 
trade will be sought against the 
leaders. The maximum penalty for 
conviction is three years in the Ren- 
itentiary. 

Meanwhile the methodical agents 
of Dewey are able to work more 
swiftly as the public’s fear of gang 
reprisals for testifying against the 


convictions. 

Dewey, a former Assistant United 
States Attorney, when he took over 
the drive last spring, said “there 
isn’t A single New York family that 
does not pay tribute to racketeers 
in some way.”

ELLIS PARKER TALKS 
OF HAUPTMANN CASE 


Why He Thinks Man Convicted 
of Lindbergh Baby Murder 
Is Innocent. 


By the Associated Press. 

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 7.—Ellis 
H. Parker, chief of Burlington 
County detectives, tonight repeat- 
ed his belief in the 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, but 
said he had done nothing recently 
in his unofficial investigation of 
the kidnaping and murder of the 
Lindbergh baby for which Haupt- 
mann is under sentence of death. 

He was interested in the case, 
he said, “only as an outsider.” 

“I don’t know any more about 


this case than the man in the 
moon,” he said. 

Parker’s name was brought in 
by Gov. Hoffman two days ago 
when he disclosed he had visited 
Hauptmann in his cell in the death 
house on the night of Oct. 17 and 
at the same time said Parker was 
independently investigating’ the 
crime because he was convinced 
Hauptmann was innocent. 

Told that an official in Trenton 
had said Parker told prosecuting 
and investigating officials shortly 
before Hauptmann’s trial at Flem- 
ington early this year he believed 
Hauptmann was guilty, Parker 
said: “That’s an absolute lie.” 

He said he was chiefly interested 
in the case because he was afraid 
a mistake had been made, and that 
if Hauptmann were electrocuted 
something “might turn up.” 

“That would do mort to break 
down justice than anything else in 
the world,” he said. “I have no 
more interest in this fellow than 
in any other fellow. “It’s just a 
question of fairness with me. Just 
a personal opinion.” He said he 
based his opinion about Hauptmann 
on the State’s case, which, he as- 
serted, was “full of holes.”

PUTS EDUCATION TO WORK 


Transposes French and English 
Into Amharic; Accepts Presi- 
dency of Red Cross Unit. 

By the Associated Press. 

ADDIS ABABA, Dec. 7.—When 
the third daughter was born to His 
Majesty Haile Selassie and his 
Empress Etaje Mennen, she was 
named Zahae Work—which means 
the Golden Sun, 


The Princess today is a slender, 
willowy girl of 18, whose skin is a 
delicate brown and whose black 
hair is combed high above the fore- 
head. Her features are regular and 
dainty. She spent several years in 
European schools, where she ac- 
quired fluency in several languages. 

This is the first year that Princess 
Sunshine has taken any active part 
in the social life of Addis Ababa. 

As she transposes both French

Large Crowd Hunts Rare Vol- 
umes—Exhibit to Con- 
tinue for Week. 


Book lovers, collectors and deal- 
ers paraded yesterday out of the 
headquarters of the old Book Sale, 
held by the Junior League at the 
northwest corner of Eleventh and 
Locust street, their arms filled with 
“treasures” they had purchased for 
small amounts. 

Inside a large crowd milled about 
tables on which were piled thou- 
sands of volumes in various stages 
of deterioration. There were novels, 
old and new; reference books, 
dusty old texts on medicine, archi- 


tecture and religion; children’s 
story books, histories and litera- 
ture, textbooks. -.All were priced 


from 5 cents to a dollar, with an 
average price of 25 cents. Larger 
sets and the rarer éditions, how- 
ever, were sold for as high as $5. 

Shortly after the sale opened at | 
10 a. m. the quarters were filled 
with dealers and collectors, who 
marched along the tables of neatly 
arranged books, surveying the rows 
of volumes with expert eyes. An 
hour later most of the “rare finds” 
were gone. 

One Dealer’s Purchases. 


One dealer seemed highly pleased. 
For $23.35 he had purchased about 
40 books, including a two-volume 
set of memoirs of Gen. William T. 
Sherman, published in 1875, both 
volumes having been gifts to Maj. 
H. L. Turner of St. Louis and auto- 
graphed by the General. The set, 
which the dealer purchased for $5, 
also contained a war map under | 
the back cover. He also purchased 
for 25 cents “Six Lectures on Use 
of the Lungs,” by a Dr. S. S. Fitch, 
published in 1847.

A Practical Test. 
A practical test of the standing 
of 700 important companies and the 
part that advertising played in their 
progress was made by Fehlman and | 
a group of associates over a period | 
of six years. In 1928 they theo- | 
retically bought one share of the 
stock of each of the 700 concerns, 
paying an average of $72.53 a share. | 
In 1934 they sold all the stocks, re- | 
ceiving an average of only $20.10 a 
share, suffering a loss of 54 per 
cent of the capital they had invest- 
ed. Study of the results of the test 
disclosed that of the companies the 
stock of which they had held for 
the six years and then sold, 92 were 
in better condition than in 1928 and | 
70 per cent of the 92 had _ been) 
steady advertisers in newspapers.

DETROIT, Dec. 7.—Women, who 
came into the automobile factories 
in considerable numbers during the 
World War, still have a very promi- 
nent place in the plants where nim- 
ble fingers are needed.

“Apex” stations by the Federal) 
Communications Commission, The 
term is expected to be used by the 
commission in classifying stations 
for licenses as it classifies “cleared 
channel,” “regional” and “local’’ 
transmitters, 

The word was coined by Andrew 
D. Ring, assistant chief engineer 
for the FCC. Ring says that “apex’”’ 
will designate a station licensed for 
broadcasting on ultra short waves 
for public reception of programs. 

“Apex,” according to the diction- 
aries, means “on the highest’ point” 
or “on the highest point of a cone.” 
Ultra short wave transmitters are 
located on high places from which 
their broadcasts can rain down for 
reception. 

Word from Washington is that 
power up to 1000 watts probably 
will be granted to these “Apex’”’ sta- 
tions, which will broadcast in the 
bands between 25.0 and 42.0 mega- 
cycles.

Auto Fatigue Tests 
Show Danger Hour 
Is Late in the Day 


Chicago Physiologist Reports Re- 
sults—Weariness Big Factor 
in Causing Accidents. 

A direct relationship between au- 
to fatigue and the occurrence of ac- 
cidents has been definitely estab- 
lished by tests made under the di- 
rection of Dr. Andrew H. Ryan of 
Chicago, physiologist, for Dodge 
Brothers’ Corporation. 

Another factor demonstrated by 
more than a year of scientifically 
checked travel in five cars of the 
medium and low-priced fields, cov- 
ering more than 80,000 miles, and 
laboratory examination of the five 
drivers at the start and finish of 
each day’s run, is that automobiles 
of different makes vary widely in 
their fatigue indices — in other 
words, in the degrees of tiredness 
caused by the exertion of muscular 
and nervous energy in driving. 

Dr. Ryan's findings are available 
to safety councils and other bodies 
campaigning for safer driving. 

The Ryan tests indicated that 
road accidents are more apt to 
happen after the onset of fatigue, 
however it may be caused. Also, 
that it is partly for this reason that 
the accident rate increases in the 
late hours of the day. The most 
hazardous period for drivers who 
start out on the road at 8 o'clock 
in the morning is between 4:45 p. 
m. and 6:15 p. m. and after continu- 
ous driving of from 250 to 300 
miles. 


Finds Danger Periods. 

“This means that the early eve- 
ning hours and the period after 
some 250 miles of driving can be re- 
garded as the danger periods when 
great: caution should be exercised 
in driving,” says Dr. Ryan. 

Elements that contribute to auto 
fatigue, according to Dr. Ryan, are 
muscular and nervous reactions set 
up in handling the car, the making 
of decisions, peculiarities 
posture, the task of seeing, the 
driving reactions due to the me- 


the nature of the road.

Records Degrees of Fatigue. 

Through the test drives and 
through physiological laboratory 
tests made at the start and finish 
of each drive, Dr. Ryan obtained 
definite’ records of the degree of 
fatigue caused by each car. 

In the laboratory tests were made 
of the alertness with which the sub- 
ject’s eye and hand co-ordinated 
before and after a long drive; of 
postural steadiness which recorded 
the amount of body sway; of vascu- 
lar skin reaction, in which the du- 
ration of a friction streak on the 
forearm gave the fatigue score; of 
visual acuity which disclosed the ef- 
ficiency of the subject’s sight; of 
complex reaction which showed the 
driver’s ability to concentrate his 
attention. ae 

In still other tests, instruments 
attached to the steering mechanism 
recorded the number of wheel move- 
ments. There was a_ restlessness 
movement test in which instru- 
ments showed the number of mo- 
tions the motorist made in driving 
and how these movements increased 
in number with growing fatigue.

“To accelerate with a full open 
throttle from a standstill to 30 
miles per hour in second gear re- 
quires much power. At such 
times the average car will de- 
liver 3.5 to 4.5 miles per gallon 
of gasoline. 

“During sudden acceleration 
from 30 to 60 miles an hour with 
full throttle and in high gear, 
the average is 6 to 7.5 miles per 
gallon. It takes more energy to 
drive a car with wide open throt- 
tle than to keep it going at a 
moderate rate of speed. 

“Maximum gasoline mileage 
is obtained from any car on 
long country drives where there 
are no stop lights and the driv- 
ing is done at moderate speed. 
It is not to be expected that high 
gas mileage will be obtained 
driving in dense city traffic or | 
at top speed in the country. 

“Two drivers can cover the 
same stretch of a mile in which 
there are four stop lights, and 
will get 11 miles to the gallon 
and the other 14, using the same 
automobile. The first driver will 
race away at the start of the 
mile, will get caught at all four 
of the lights and will finish with- 
out getting any advantage of the | 
gasoline mileage obtainable from | 
deceleration.

Ford’s Radio Set 
Production Close 
to 250,000 in 1935 


Numerous improvements in the 
Ford auto radio, of which the cur- 
rent year’s production will total 
close to a quarter of a million sets, 
are announced for 1936 by the Ford 
Motor Co. 

The most important change {fis 
adoption of an invisible speaker, 
mounted above the windshield. The 
rounded roof lines of the car re- 
main unbroken, while the listener 
has the benefit of ear-level recep- 
tion introduced in Ford radio a 
year ago. 

The set continues to be of six 
tubes with a number of chassis 
improvements. The case has been 
shortened and made more com- 
pact; fitting underneath the instru- 
ment panel and above the steering 
column.

Photographs of secret tests made

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Waste in Refining 
Petroleum Now Less 
Than One Per Cent 


Development of “Cracking” Process 
Factor in Attaining 

. Economy. 

Waste has been eliminated to 
such an extent in the operation of 
petroleum __ refineries employing 
modern equipment that the volume 
of refined products is within a frac- 
tion @f one per cent of being as 
large as, the volume of crude oil 
run to refinery stills. 

This progress is revealed in a 
survey of the petroleum industry’s 
accomplishments made by Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute commit- 
tees. They report that efficient re- 
fining reduces the amount of crude 
oil required to supply a given vol- 
ume.of-refined products, and there- 
fore contributes substantially to 
conservation of the nation’s pe- 
troleum reserves. 

Development of the “cracking” 
process for producing gasoline is 
cited as one outstanding accom- 
plishment in the refining field. 
Heat and pressure are applied to 
the larger molecules comprising the 
heavier portions, or fractions, of 
crude oil, virtually “cracking” them 
into the smaller molecules which 
make up the lighter fractions, such 
as gasoline. 

As recently as 1914, only a sixth 
of a 42-gallon barrel of crude oil 
could be converted into gasoline, 
the report says. By 1926, largely 
because of the development of 
“cracking” plants, 35 per cent of 
the crude could be transformed int 
motor fuel. Today, a weighted av- 
erage of 44 per cent can be changed 
to gasoline, and some plants are 
capable of obtaining 70 to 75 per 
cent. 

“Cracking: alone has produced 
since 1920 an amount of gasoline 
which without cracking would have 
required 6,600,000,000 barrels of 
erudeé,” the report explains. “That 
is an amount equal to 75 per cent 
of all crude produced in the last 10 


' years.” 


The report estimates that the in-* 


dustry spends more than $10,000,- 
000,000 yearly for research and ex- 
perimental work designed to im- 
prove the quality and to increase 
the yield of products refined from 
crude oil. “Cracking” plants in- 
volve the expenditure of millions 
of dollars for construction alone, 
yet the most modern refinery, un- 
less almost constantly improved, be- 
comes obsolete within five years.

May Prove Expensive 
WARNING to new Car own- 
Ac: who go in for top speed 
trials after 500 miles show 
on the speedometér is given by 
the service manager of one of 
the larger automobile factories. 

“New cars,” he says, “are like 
babies learning to walk. They 
should be helped through the 
breaking-in period with a little 
care and thought on the part of 
the owner. While recommenda- 
tions on how to break in new 
cars properly vary as to details 
and the makes of the cars, there 
are a few simple rules agreed 
upon by all service experts. 

“Owners will do well to limit 
the speed of their new cars to 
40 miles an hour during the first 
500 miles. The speed can then 
be advanced to 50 miles an hour 
until the 1000-mile mark is past. 
Some manufacturers’ provide 
zovernors on accelerators to help 
motorists keep below the 40- 
mile-an-hour limit for the first 
500 miles. 

“A great many new car own- 
ers like to take their cars out 
for top speed trials as soon as 
they pass the 500-mile mark. 
This can in some cases result in 
injury to the engine. New cars 
should not be operated at maxi- 
mum speeds until after the op- 
erating parts have been used for 
at least 1000 miles. And, even 
then, the cars should not be op- 
erated at sustained high speeds 
until they have been broken in 
for such speeds with short runs. 

“Drivers who are anxious to 
find out how fast their cars will 
go’ will do well to wait until the 
engine is well broken in. 

“New car owners should avail 
themselves of their dealer’s ser- 
vice facilities and have their 
cars checked at 500 miles, 1000 
mNes and 1500 miles. Cars that 
are properly broken in, pay div- 
idends in long life and trouble- 
free operation.” 


Latex Used in New 
Upholstery Material 
Devised by Goodrich 


A new upholstery material, in- 
volving the use of Latex and a 
unique method of fabrication, is an- 
nounced by the B. F. Goodrich Co., 
Akron, O. Known as Nukraft, this 
material, it is said, offers many ad- 
vantages as a spring decking in the 
construction of passenger car, truck 
and bus seats. 

It consists of hair cloth, insulat- 
ed with Latex, which has been fab- 
ricated into loops forming a struc- 
ture of figure eight springs. The 
resulting material is soft, buoyant 
and elastic, yet has sufficient struc- 
tural strength to “bridge” the open 
spaces between the springs, pre- 
senting a smooth, comfortable sur- 
face through which it is impossible 
for the springs to protrude. 

Nukraft is applied in two-ply 
thickness directly over the burlap 
or canvas covered spring unit and 
is covered with a thin layer of cot- 
ton. It locks the cotton in place 
and prevents it from shifting and 
bunching; presents a permanently 
smooth surface through which the 
springs cannot be detected. Be- 
cause of its structural strength and 
cushioning qualities, Nukraft can 
be used in combination with a 
“conventional” type spring unit re- 
sulting in longer life and greater 
economy. 

Nukraft gives ventilation, sr nec- 
essary to seating comfort, because 
of its fabrication into loops which 
permits continuous air circulation 
regardless of amount of pressure 
applied.

CHICAGO. 
ARY BELLE and 
Victoria Spencer 
are conforming to 
custom now, re- 
ceiving formal in- 
struction in a rec- 
ognized institution 
of learning, just 
two among thou- 
sands of girls the 
country over who are absorbing in 
conventional fashion the things young 
ladies are supposed to know. But be- 
cause of a $5 fine and “the principle 
of the thing,’’ the public continues to 
hear of them, as it did in the days, 
not long past, when they were criti- 
cised, pitied—and envied—as the girls 
who never went to school. 

The fine was imposed on the father 
of the girls, Dr. Richard V. Spencer, 
on a charge of violating the compul- 
sory education law—that is, .of fail- 
ing to send his daughters to school. 
That was a year ago, when Mary Belle 
and Victoria had not yet been exposed 
to classroom teaching. They were 
then 14 and 12 years old, respectively, 
and not only the apples of their par- 
ents’ eyes, but, if frequency with which 
they were photographed is competent 
evidence, pippins in their own right. 

Parting with $5 is neither unusually 

painful nor difficult for Dr. Spencer: 
he would quite cheerfully spend it for 
a new pair of boxing gloves or a rid- 
ing crop for one of the girls. But 
having to surrender the money as a 
penalty for breaking the law was 
something that he and his wife, Mrs. 
Mary Belle Spencer, could only con- 
template with terrific displeasure. It 
seemed to them that their educational 
theories—to say their educational be- 
liefs probably would be more accurate 
——were on trial. It would be distress- 
ing if the system under which they 
had reared their daughters were 
branded as illegal, and therefore, pre- 
sumably, wrong; it would be particu- 
larly distressing, since such a defeat 
for them would be a victory for an 
ancient enemy, the public schools. 

So the fine wasn’t paid. Instead, 
the judgment of the Justice of the 
Peace imposing it was appealed to the 
Criminal Court, and there the matter 
has been pending ever since. 

The Spencers were regarding the 
public schools with disfavor long be- 
fore Mary Belle and Victoria appeared 
on the scene, Even before they were

Mrs. Spencer was only 5 
when that occurred, but she still dis- 
plays profound emotion when she 
speaks of it. 


riage, the Spencers settled in Chi- 

cago Heights, and a large part of 
the practice Dr. Spencer developed was 
among children. As Mrs. Spencer tells 
it, they became more and more im- 
pressed with the ravages of con- 
tagious diseases among school chil- 
dren, were convinced that school 
authorities did not maintain proper 
safeguards for the pupils’ health. They 
resolved that if they had children they 
would not let them risk such danger. 

After the World War, in which Dr. 
Spencer served as a medical officer, 
the first daughter was born and was 
named Mary Belle, after her mother. 
The Spencers bought a five-acre place 
25 miles south of Chicago for a home, 
so that the child could grow up in 
healthful surroundings. About two 
years later the second daughter, Vic- 
toria, arrived. 

Before the babies came, Mrs. Spen- 
cer had started practicing law; she 
had taken a law course at Northwest-

ern University, Evanston. But her 
professional duties, she declares, did 
not make her neglect her maternal 
ones. She had each baby, during its 
early infancy, kept in a downtown ho- 
tel when she had to be in town, and at 
régular times left her work to 
nurse it. 

“T once disposed of three uncontest- 
ed divorce cases in 10 minutes,’’ she 
recalls, ‘‘so the baby could be fed on 
schedule.”’ 

Each child had a trained nurse, ex- 
pert in the care of children, to look 
after it, Mrs. Speneer says. These 
nurses were kept until Victoria was a 
year old and Mary Belle was 3. And 
the father gave up the treatment of 
contagious diseases, she asserts, to 
avoid the danger of communicating 
the diseases to his children. 

After the trained nurses were dis- 
pensed with, governesses were em- 
ployed for the children, one for each. 
But one gathers from Mrs. Spencer's 
account that they were not expected 
to do any governing. They were in- 
structed, she says, not to interfere 
with the girls’ natural impulses—not 
to order them to do this or forbid 
them to do that. They were to be com- 
panions for the youngsters and see 
that they didn’t come to harm during 
the early years when the children were 
too young to look after themselves en- 
tirely. These governesses, or nurse 
maids, were intelligent women, Mrs. 


a. —.ccemmeene 
Spencer says, and were paid good sala- 
ries. When the time came for the 
girls to learn things beyond their nat- 
ural observation, the grownup com- 
panions were competent guides for the 
young minds. 

The home education which was sub- 
stituted for schooling was a natural 
education, Mrs. Spencer says. The 
girls were allowed to do just about 
as they pleased. The important thing, 
in the judgment of their mother, was 
that they be happy. ‘It is barbarous,”’ 
she asserts, ‘‘to repress little children. 
Not only that, but it is a handicap to 
them in life. Public school education, 
with its enforced discipline, its repres- 
sion of natural impulses, its insistence 
on children studying things they are 
not interested in and working when 
they don’t feel like it, is impractical.’’ 


CT, APPLYING this ‘natural’ 
method,’’ Mrs. Spencer was 
asked, ‘‘you never spanked the 
children or scolded them or disciplined 
them?’’ She was horrified at the 
very thought. After recovering suf- 
ficiently to upbraid the questioner 
for entertaining such an idea, she an- 
swered simply: ‘‘We poured love on 
them.” 

Dr. Spencer looked after the girls’ 
physical development, Mrs. Spencer 
supervised their mental training. 

“They were excellent babies,’’ Mrs. 
Spencer relates. ‘“Didn’t cry, were 
calm and happy. Absolutely healthy. 
Mary Belle had her first cold when 
she was 3 years old. She caught it 
from another little girl who was at- 
tending school, and came over to play 
with Mary Belle. When I heard her 
cough I sent her right home, but the 
harm had been done. An occasional 
cold is the only illness the girls have 
had, and this doesn’t happen as fre- 
quently as once a year. 

“The children were outdoors prac- 
tically all the time in nice weather 
and they were not only healthy but 
exceptionally strong. When Victoria 
was 19 months old she hauled Mary 
Belle in a wagon all around a section 
of land. My husband taught them a 
lot about sports—-how to swim, shoot, 
skate, handle a boat, ride, box and 
wrestle. They hunted and fished and 
learned about all sorts of outdoor 
things. They’ve grown up self-reliant 
and absolutely fearless. They never 
were timid, never afraid of tough kids 
they encountered. 

“I got the extension course of the 
Calvert School in Baltimore and used 
that as a guide for their home in- 
struction. It makes play of learning. 
There were no set hours when the 
girls had to study. They did this 
‘school work’ when they felt like it, 
because they wanted to; doing it that 
way, it was fun and they learned rap- 
idly. They were reading newspapers 
before they were of school age. The 
extension course was supposed to take 
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Mary Belle Spencer Jr. 


a child to the age of 14, but the girls 
finished it long before they were that 
old. Their reading included opinions 
handed down by the Supreme Court of 
Illinois.’’ 

So the Spencer girls spent their 
peculiarly enjoyable, untrammeled 
childhood, treated not only with affec- 
tion by their parents but’ accorded the 
respect usually reserved for adults; 
taking part in family councils on busi- 
ness and other matters; spending 
much of their time in mannish outdoor 
clothes but exhibiting a quite normal 
taste for feminine finery as they grew 
older; once in a while giving each 
other a thumping. There were occa- 
sional misadventures, such as when 
Mary Belle took a solo horseback ride 
in the middle of the night, went to 
sleep and fell off her steed—without 
suffering serious damage. Play was 
whole-souled; Victoria, for instance, 
after reading a Tarzan story, took to 
a tree and had her meals sent up to 
her. 

The girls didn’t ask to go to school, 
says Mrs. Spencer. They had plenty 
of playmates, both boys and girls, and 
seemed happy in their way of life. And 
for a good many years ‘no One ap- 
peared to be disturbed by the fact that 
they didn’t go to school. 

Then, in August of 1934, Mary Belle 
won a beauty prize at a country club, 
and there were pieces in the papers 
about her and photographs, due partly 
to the fact that she enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of never having been to 
school. Shortly after that came the 
prosecution of her father for not hav- 
ing sent her and her sister to public 
school. Mrs. Spencer suspects a con- 
nection between the two events; sus- 
pects a complaint was made by some 
parent whose conventionally educated 
daughter doesn’t win beauty prizes. At 
any rate, Justice of the Peace David 
A. Shapero of Chicago Heights, the 
school district in which the Spencers 
live, found Dr. Spencer guilty and 
fined him $5, despite the spirited de- 
fense made by Mrs. Spencer as her 
husband’s attorney. 

With the case appealed to the Crim- 
inal Court of Cook County, Jay J. Mc- 
Carthy has become defense attorney, 
although Mrs. Spencer remains active 
in the litigation. At an inconclusive 
hearing the other day before Judge 
Joseph Burke she insisted on her 
right to ‘‘bark’’ at the Prosecuting At- 
torney if she wanted to. It is the hope 
of the Spencers to convince the Court 
that their home could be legally re- 
garded as a private school and the in- 
struction given there of a kind to meet 
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the requirements of the compulsory 
education law. 

The parents of Mary Belle and Vic- 
toria, undoubtedly can show excellent 
physical results for their system of ed- 
ucation. The girls are healthy and 
comely,. with strong, symmetrical, 
well-developed bodies. 

As for their intellectual develop- 
ment, when they entered the Starrett 
School for Girls, this fall—which, in- 
cidentally, was their own idea, not 
hers, Mrs. Spencer says—Victoria was 
placed in the class corresponding to 
the first year in high school, Mary 
Belle in the one above and both passed 
their quarterly examinations without 
difficulty, according to their mother. 
Victoria is showing considerable apti- 
tude for art, while the dynamic Mary 
Belle’s inclinations seem to be along 
social and executive lines; Mary Belle, 
by the way, in addition to boxing and 
skating and the like, can cook and 
sew. 


HE mother of these girls was 
herself educated virtually with- 
out the aid of the public schools. 

She was taught at home by he 
mother and sisters, she says, spend- 
ing only two months in grade school. 
Mrs. Spencer is an energetic womal, 
whose white hair contrasts with 
her brown eyes and her slender fig 
ure with her booming voice. She 
specializes in criminal law, and bas 
exhibited a considerable flair for the 
spectacular. Some time before the 
arrest of Hauptmann in the Liné 
bergh kidnaping case she wrote & 
pamphlet giving an imaginary aceount 
of the trial in such a case, purporting 
to show that there was no conclusive 
evidence the child had not wandered 
away. When this pamphlet was gent 
to members of the venire drawn for 
the trial of Hauptmann, the drawing 
of a new jury panel was considered for 
atime.

days, is to acquiesce to the will of 

her late father, John North Willys, 

oné-time automobile magnate and Am- 
bassador to Poland. 

But, instead of acquiescing, she has 
filed suits in New York and Florida 
to break the will. If the testament is 
upheld by the courts, Mrs. de Landa 
will get nothing. For Willys specified 
plainly that any legatee who contested 
the will would be automatically dis- 
inherited. If the testament is smashed 
in the courts, Mrs. de Landa stands 
a chance to win higher stakes, for 
the disinheriting clause would there- 
fore be void. The estimated size of 
the estate is $5,000,000. 

Considering the relatively small 
bulk of the estate (it is small as such 
estates go), the lady is playing a long 
shot horse with the odds hammered 
down materially, all things considered. 
There are others who will share heav- 
ily in the spoils, if she is victorious. 

The real reason for the big gamble 
is rooted more in personal resentment 
than the desire for money. Mrs. de 
Landa’s target, besides the will, is 
Willys’ second wife, who, she avers in 
her pleadings, lassoed her aging father 
in his dotage and unduly influenced 
him in the drawing up of the will. 

Mrs. de Landa doesn’t like her step- 
mother and never did. That fact 
Stands out plainly. She looks upon 
her as a fortune hunter and makes no 
bones about saying so. 

The stepmother is Mrs. Florence 


_Dingler Dolan, 37 years old, a divorcee 


who married Willys thirteen months 
before his death, in August, at 65. 
She, too, is a woman of singularly de- 
termined nature and the fight over 
the will looms as a good one. The 
odds are 100 to 1 against a settle- 
ment. Neither contestant is of the 
compromising type. It’s one of those 
whole-hog-or-none things. 

Back of the current scene of strife 
lie the success stories of two Amer- 
lean families—each, in its way, char- 
acteristic of the period. Willys, by 

acumen and luck, rose from 
& bicycle dealer in Canandaigua, N. Y., 
to president of one of America’s big 
auto firms. He amassed a big fortune 
‘and frittered most of it away after re- 
tiring, just as the magnates in Sinclair 
Lewis novels. He was lost in a strange 
world, once separated from the indus- 
try he had tamed. 

The Dinglers of York, Pa., were 
SMart, but in a different way. They 
Were never mental geniuses or cap- 
tains of industry, but they had ingrati- 
ating personalities and a way of get- 
ting the things they wanted. As in 
the case of the Willys clan—and, for 
that matter, the famous Adams fam- 


lly—distinction blossomed out sudden- 


ly after generations of undistinguished 
Dinglers. There was no particular rea- 
8on for it—it just popped out. Flor- 
®nce Dingler’s grandfather, for in- 
Stance, was a fireman in York, and 
still it. Grandpa is satisfied with the 
firehouse crowd. But her father start- 
€d as a barber and, though still a bar- 
ber, is well-fixed and a pal of celebri- 
tles. As for Florence—well, here is 
Where her story begins. 

Florence Dingler was one of the 
Most popular girls in York. She was 
Pretty, most people thought, and she 
had a way with her. Everyone—her 
family, relatives, friends and towns- 
People—liked her and said she had 
Spunk in addition to beauty. Florence 
Would get places, they predicted. 

She might never have got started 
On the road to riches, however, had 
mot her family in 1916 moved to 
Washington, D. C. Florence was 18 
then. It wasn’t her dad's first trip

to the capital. In 1914, he 
had gone there solely for 
the purpose of prettying up 
William Gibbs McAdoo, then 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
for his marriage to Eleanor 
Wilson, daughter of Presi- 
dent Wilson. It was Mc- 
Adoo’s idea. He had never 
forgotten the ineffable art 
of the barber who once 
shaved him while he was passing 
through York, Pa. 

With this contact, Dingler got a big 
play from the Senate and House. His 
savings mounted and he got good tips 
on the horses. More, he became the 
confidant of his patrons. When An- 
drew Mellon was named Secretary of 
the Treasury, he made Dingler his 
valet and personal lieutenant. You 
see, Papa Dingler had a way, too. 

Little Florence was a trifle hay- 
seedy when she blew into the capital 
but she soon got over that. Her fa- 
ther saw that she met smart people. 
He took her to the racetracks at Havre 
de Grace, Bowie and Pimlico. Young 
men about town squired her to parties. 
Florence changed her style of dress to 
something less York-ish and she was 
a minor wow as a belle. Then she 
won a series of beauty contests 
around Washington and decided she 
was wasting her slants in the minor 
league. She moved to New York and 
the big time. She became a cloak 
model. 


as it does on single young women, 

and she rejoiced when in 1921 
(she was 23) she met Harold J. Dolan, 
a clerk in the Supreme Court. It was 
romance, all right, but it took five 
years to flower. They weren’t married 
until July 31, 1926. And the marriage, 
despite the long period of getting ac- 
quainted, didn’t last long. 

Six weeks after the ceremony, Flor- 
ence related later, Dolan abused her 
and on Christmas day he struck her. 
The beating was repeated in February, 
1927, after Dolan accused her of too 
much friendliness with a guest, she 
charged. She left Dolan after seven 
months. 

“I was afraid of him,’’ she later 
testified. ‘I didn't know what he 
would do at any time.’’ 

Thus, at 29, was Florence Dingler 
Dolan apparently a failure. But she 
wasn’t one to admit it. She scraped 
together all the money she could find 
and sailed for a fling in Europe. It 
was an ambitious gamble and she won. 
She spent two years in Europe, which 
brings her story up to 1929. A man

she met on a Channel boat in 1929 
changed the course of her life and she 
changed his. That was. John North 
Willys, 56, fed up with an unhappy 
married life, restless in retirement and 
mindful of a neat ankle. 

It was the same John North Willys 
who years ago repaired bicycles and 
sold them in Canandaigua, N. Y. It 
was in Canandaigua, too, that the un- 
happy first marriage of Willys began. 
In December, 1897, he married Miss 
Isabel Van Wie, a neighbor’s daugh- 
ter. The Dinglers of York, Pa., weren't 
as yet expecting the birth of Florence. 
She came a year later. 

The first few years of the first Wil- 
lys marriage were harmonious. In- 
spired by his new responsibilities, Wil- 
lys opened a branch bicycle shop in 
Elmira. It prospered. Then his busi- 
ness was put in the shade by the ad- 


vent of the automobile but the new 


gadget didn’t put Willys in the shade. 
He got the agency for one brand and 
sold hundreds of the coughing, wheez- 
ing primitives. The 1907 panic pro- 
vided his big opportunity. With the 
profits from his bicycle and automo- 
bile businesses, he pulled a fast one 
and bought control of the Overland 
Automobile Company. In 1908 he re- 
organized it as the Willys-Overland 
Company and became president, treas- 
urer, general manager, sales manager 
and purchasing agent. The Willyses 
moved to Toledo, O. But the worm 
of disharmony had been eating away 
for a long time by now. Friends said 
it was because Willys wanted a lot 
of children and his wife didn’t. 

In 1910, thirteen years after their 
wedding, their only child was born— 
Virginia. Immediately, friends noted, 
the Willyses became more harmonious 
mates. A common idea united them. 
It was that Virginia was to be raised 
as a princess. 
under an avalanche of affection and 
expensive care. Willys spent less time 
at the Toledo Club, a millionaire’s or- 
ganization he had helped to found. He 
saw that Virginia was guarded from 
kidnapers. She had a French gover- 
ness. To avoid contamination with 
children from the outside world, Vir- 
ginia was given a miniature playhouse

in the back yard of the Willys man- 
sion. The yard was a block long. 
Mostly, Virginia played alone but now 


and then a specially picked playmate 


was admitted. Dutring the summer, 
the proud parents had their dinners 
served in the yard, so they could keep 
an eye on the young princess. And, 
of course, the uniformed butler and 
maids kept a weather eye out for in- 
truders, too. 

Virginia was educated at Miss Por- 
ter’s School in Farmington, Conn., 
and polished off in a finishing school 
near Paris. The education didn't take 
too well but Virginia grew increas- 
ingly comely. She also developed a 
burning yen to travel. In 1928 she 
stopped voyaging long enough to make 
her debut to New York society. Vir- 
ginia was traveling about with her 
mother a lot, so Willys, to attract her 
to Toledo where business kept him 
prisoner, built a new and finer man- 
sion in a Toledo suburb. The plan 
didn’t work. Virginia and her moth- 
er dropped in once in a while but 
mostly they were busy using their 
passports. By now, the rivalry for 
Virginia's affections had split the Wil- 
lyses again. Willys asked his wife if 
she would settle for a home in Cali- 
fornia and a good income, and give 
him his freedom. She said no. 


HEN came 1929. Tired of busi- 

ness and a cheerless mansion, 
Willys decided to retire. It was 

the luckiest stroke of business that 
ever came his way. He sold out a few 
months before the crash for $24,000,- 
000. He told close friends that it was 
about time for him to step out of the 
commercial world and achieve distinc- 
tion in a more fashionable line, say, 
the diplomatic service. His child would 


love being an Ambassador’s daughter.- 


Thus, Willys began making liberal con- 
tributions to Republican campaign 
funds and dropping hints in the right 
ears. 

In the midst of this effort, he got 
a shock from abroad. Virginia cabled 
that on the way to being presented 
at the Court of St. James’s she had 
fallen in love with Luis Marceline de 
Aguirre, a sportsman from the Argen-

tine. Willys rebelled but lost. 

He was soon on his way to 
London where the wedding 

took place on May 25, 1929. 
Willys and Mrs. Willys sailed 

for Paris while their daughter 
started on her honeymoon. And 

on the Channel boat, the threads of 
our two widely separted stories joined. 
Willys rounded a ventilator on a sol- 
itary walk one day and ran into Mrs. 
Florence Dingler Dolan. 

Florence was 31 and an agreeable 
companion, when Mrs. Willys wasn’t 
too much in evidence. On the Con- 
tinent the Willyses went their way and 
Mrs. Dolan went hers. 

It was not many months before the 
G. O. P. recognized the sterling pa- 
triotism of one of its leading contribu- 
tors and designated Willys America’s 
Ambassador to Poland. This tied in 
exactly with the Willyses’ plans. Vir- 
ginia had returned from her honey- 
moon and located in Paris and this 
was just a hop, skip and jump from 
Warsaw. Virginia asserts in her suits 
that the arrangement was doubly con- 
venient for her father; that he main- 
tained a home for Florence in Paris 
and found an inordinate number of ex- 
cuses for being called to Paris in be- 
half of Uncle Sam. 

Willys was a lavish Ambassador. 
His debut party cost more than $20,- 
000; his annual salary. His other ex- 
penditures were gauged accordingly. 
According to Virginia, he gave Flor- 
ence a present of $1,250,000. Willys 
resigned his ambassadorship in 1932 
and returned to his company, stating 
that he couldn’t stand being idle. Dur- 
ing the same year Virginia divorced 
de Aguirre, to whom she had borne a 
son, John North de Aguirre, and a 
year later married Senor Joseph de 
Landa, a Mexican. 

A state of separation existed be- 
tween Willys and his wife. Mrs. Wil- 
lys shuttled between their country 
estate at Oyster Bay, L. I., and their 
magnificent Casa Florencia, in Palm 
Beach. Willys spent much time in To- 
ledo, some in New York. Florence 
lived in a small but luxurious home 
in Fieldston, a fashionable residential 
section of the Bronx.

Virginia insists that Florence was 
urging Willys all the time to get a 
divorce, so he could marry her. And 
on Oct. 25, 1933, she got her own 
divorce from Dolan. The decree was 
granted in Miami and the lawyer for 
the plaintiff was Owen Pittman Jr., 
a Willys attorney. Florence gener- 
ously waived her right to alimony. 
Willys tried to get a divorce and 
failed. But in July, 1934, Mrs. Willys 
divorced him in Miami. Before sun- 
down, Florence was Mrs. John North 
Willys. 


HERE was a report that Willys 
had settled more than $7,500,- 
000 on his first wife but she de- 
nied this. She said she kept only the 
Oyster Bay estate and the furnishings 
of their New York apartment. Willys 
issued a statement saying he had pro- 
vided generously for his first wife and 
given Virginia a trust fund. The first 
Mrs. Willys replied that the settlement 
was $20,000. Her lawyer said he 
thought it was about $100,000. 

Brushing aside all such talk, the 
auto magnate set out to enjoy his sec- 
ond honeymoon.

F AL CAPONE 
should suddenly

it wouldn’t surprise the people of 
Spain. Not in the least. They are in- 
oculated against such a surprise by the 
fact that they have just been through 
precisely the same experience them- 
selves. : 

Their Public Enemy No. 1 is a 50- 
year-old multi-millionaire who gained 
wealth and power in much the same 
way Capone did. Like Capone, Juan 
March applied the methods of Amer- 
ican big business to the organiza- 
tion of a colossal smuggling ring 
which became as widely known 
throughout the country as if its quo- 
tations had been published on the list 
of the New York Stock Exchange, all 
in the teeth of an outraged, yet mani- 
festly impotent citizenry. And their 
cases were similar when both were 
thrown into prison without being tried 
for the crimes that had made them in- 
famous and wealthy. But the parallel 
ends there, Capone is stillin prison (on 
an income tax conviction) and seems 
likely to stay there for some time. 

Juan March, no less guilty in the 
eyes of his compatriots, escaped the 
wrath of the Federal inquisitors who 
had dragged him down, carried on his 
international business just as well in 
prison as outside, and has finally 
capped the climax by having himself 
made immune from punishment, a 
Judge on a tribunal responsible only 

to itself and a Deputy to the Cortes— 
Spain's Legislature. 

It is small wonder, in view of

him not long ago: ‘March is a rare 
case, an extraordinary man! He is 
neither a friend of the Republic nor 
an enemy of the Republic.

He is 
March, the lone wolf, the pirate who 
matches his wits and trickery against 
the world for the _ sole _ benefit 
of March. : 

“He regards all who stand in his 
way as his enemy.

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Born 60 years ago on the island of 
Majorca (largest of the Balearic Isles, 
in the Mediterranean) of wealthy 
parents, young Don Juan March y Or- 
dinas set out in early youth to create 
a fortune of his own.

chinery which the ingenious March 
had so thoroughly organized. 

In a few years Don Juan March y 
Ordinas became the ruler of an invis- 
ible and mysterious kingdom which 
reached from the Straits of Gibraltar, 
stretched along the Mediterranean 
coast of Spain and extended to the 
southern part of France. Everyone 
whispered about March, but since no 
one could actually prove his owner- 
ship or direct connection with the law- 
less contraband, March went on 
amassing wealth while the Spanish 
monarchy was powerless to pin the 
evidence on him.

The Goy- 
ernor-General of Majorca issued an 
edict denying carabinneros the right 
to shoot a man in the back. Thus it 
was easy for a smuggler to turn his 
back on a “cop” and flee to safety. 
Later the carabinneros were told to 
carry small red lights of warning at 
night, thus making it even easier for 
the smugglers. 

March was not content with smug- 
gling tobacco; he wanted to manufac- 
ture cigarettes as well. In 1923, when 
General Primo de Rivera seemed 
likely to become dictator of Spain, 
March, the opportunist, made a 
“loan” to a Madrid militarist news- 
paper that was backing Rivera’s plans 
for a coup. Rivera was chosen, and 
the Moroccan tobacco monopoly was 
handed over to Juan March in 1926. 

But even under the benevolent pro- 
tection of the dictatorship March was 
unable to evade self-righteous enemies. 
When a charge of piracy was brought 
against him, he found it discreet to 
take a vacation across the French bor- 
der. What intrigues he directed from 
his retreat are not known. It is known, 
though, that when he decided to go 
back, he was welcomed with open 
arma, absolved of the charge that had 
sent him away and made one of Ri- 
vera’s most trusted financial counsel- 
lors. 


T was generally assumed when the 
| Republic came in in 1931 that dem- 

ocratic politicians would make 
short work of March. The Committee 
of Responsibilities which was created 
with the new single-chamber Cortes 
and bears a resemblance to a congres 
sional investigating committee in the 
United States, set out to get March as 
its first and most important task. His 
private control of the Government's 
tobacco monopoly was its first target.

HE world has tagged him 
so effectively as a radical 
that Le Corbusier’s name 
has become almost synony- 
mous with revolutionary 
architecture, yet the man 
himself firmly insists that 
he is merely a technician who has ap- 
plied the reasonable solutions en- 
gineers reach every day to the prob- 
lems of contemporary architecture. He 
doesn't look particularly like a revo- 
lutionary either. He dresses with bet- 
ter taste than most of his male com- 
patriots are credited with, in gray 
tweeds mostly. His only very remark- 
able physical feature is a pair of spec- 
tacles as thick and heavily mounted in 
their black rims as dissecting micro- 
scopes. On his slight frame is set a 
somewhat cadaverous head, with long, 
thinning hair and the aspect of a puz- 
zied skull.

to understand. His real 
name, Jean Edouard Jean- 
neret-Gris, has been almost 
forgotten; his pseudonym 
is a by-word among archi- 
tects. 

Although he himself de- 
tests being labeled, one is 
forced to refer to him asa 
functionalist or utilitarian. 
He was one of the first and 
remains one of the most 
strident of those who clam- 
or for buildings that look 
like the function they are 
intended to perform and 
show frankly the charac- 
teristics of their materials. 
Some have taken these the- 
ories so far that they de- 
spise all decorations, say- 
ing that buildings can only 
be beautiful in-so-far as 
they perform their func- 
tions efficiently. Corbusier 
is one of these, and his op- 
ponents, not all of whom 
are reactionaries, have 
pointed out with stubborn 
insistence that the only 
way to determine whether 
the artistic functions of a piece of 
architecture have been efficiently per- 
formed is to feel esthetically satisfied, 
or dissatisfied, by its appearance. 

Corbusier’s logic was only a little 
shaken as he came into New York har- 
bor on his first trip to America, sev- 
eral weeks ago. He seemed to regard 
that immense and impressive skyline 
as an eighteenth-century' traveler 
would have regarded the Grand Can- 
yon—not without awe, but almost al- 
together without enjoyment. ‘‘Sauv- 
age!’’ he exclaimed—it is barbarian. 
To this man, whose mind is trained to 
become excited only over clarity, or- 
derliness and efficiency, New York 
was stupendous, occasionally beautiful, 
but primarily distinguished for its un- 
suitableness to support human life. 
‘“‘New York and Chicago,’’ he once 
wrote, when he had only seen them 
in photographs, ‘‘are rather mighty 
storms, tornadoes, cataclysms.

“I lingered for a long time in a hos- 
pital. I suffered intense pains. I 


When a motor revolves, it is harmoni- 
ous, but if New York were a motor, 
that motor would not turn, and as a 
machine would astonish even the man 
who invented it.’’ To Corbusier any- 
thing that won't work is hideous. 
He considers it rudiamentary in de- 
signing a city or a building that it 
shall provile clean air, sunshine, clean- 
liness and simplicity of motion. He is 
a revolutionary in that he has noth- 
ing but bitter scorn for anyone s0 
bound by conventionalities as to live 
wilfully in the conditions prevalent in 
modern cities—or to waste hours of 
living by traveling to work in a com- 
muters’ train. Although he himself is 


.@ declared apostle of urbanity and 


urban life, he thinks the modern city 
should use only 12 per cent of the 
land within its limits for buildings. 
The rest should be devoted to parks 
and play fields. He has worked out 
the plans in minute detail, conceiving 
the whole thing a problem rather in 
engineering than in art. 


re E NEED an idea,’’ he says, 
WV a conception, a program. We 
have the means. We must 
eliminate existing congestion. A real 
revolution consists in the solution 
of existing problems, not in making 
revolutions.’’ Such a critic may be 
counted on to give a more valid com- 
mentary on America than the ordinary 
European tourist, intent on finding 
absurd differences, amusing if slight- 
ly barbarian customs, or quaintly at- 
tractive abnormalities. To the super- 
ficial architectural observer, America 
is a jungle of stylistic vagaries. Le 
Corbusier, however, sees hope. ‘In 
your building,’’ he says, ‘‘you have 
reached such a high state of develop- 
ment and breadth of attack—as op- 
posed to the deplorable little French 
bourgeois—that the United States has 
become a high step from which the 
rest of the world may take off.”’ 
Corbusier, although he has been a 
Parisian (and naturalized) for a good 
many years, isn’t really French. He is 
a Swiss, born 48 years ago in La Chaux 
de Fonds, near Neuchatel. He wasted 
no time becoming an architect. He 
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really deserved to 

die, I suppose. There 

was only one consol- 

ing factor. I had 

crashed — due to 

speed—in a place 

where cars are really 

supposed to. travel 

fast. The same brok- 

en axle might send 

me—or you— 

through the same 

type of wall on any 

street or road tomor- 

row, if you travel 

fast.

What Arnold—and other speed ex- 
perts—are chiefly concerned with now 
is not so much the general question 
of traffic control, but the particular 
part of it which deals with speed. Most 
accidents are caused, at least in part, 
by this element.

eyesight, steady nerves and five or 10 
years at the wheel, anything more 
than 40 miles an hour is very fast. 
That is not an opinion. In the 96,000 
fatal accidents of the past three years, 
a majority were partly caused by 
speed; yet 90 per cent of the cars in- 
volved were doing less than 50 miles 
an hour. Modern cars may be able to 
travel as much as 100 without too 
much strain. Not even a professional 
can drive safely at such a speed on the 
highway; a couple of years ago the 
Indianapolis track, which has no cross- 
ings, bumps, pedestrians, poky driv- 
ers, hills or blind turns, was declared 
unsafe for speeds which some ordinary 
pleasure cars are capable of reaching. 
It was found dangerous to travel its 
perfect surface at averages of 100 
miles an hour, even with seasoned rac- 
ers at the wheel. 

In considering this, it should be 
added that the dangers of speeds 
greater than 50 miles an hour are 
higher, out of all proportion, than the 
dangers of low speeds. Sixty miles an 
hour is more than twice as dangerous 


-as 30, for automotive engineers are 


able’ to prove beyond question that it 
is nine times as hard to stop a car at 
60 than at 30. This is not guesswork 
by amateur speed demons; it is the 
hard reality of science.

tecture. His teacher was Auguste Per- 
ret, one of two brothers who were pio- 
neers in reinforced concrete construc- 
tion. It wasn’t until 1916, when 29, 
that he settled in Paris. 

He has become well known in the 
latter field. Although not entirely 
limited in his field as a painter, he is 
the founder of one extreme school, 
purism. This is classified as an off- 
shoot of cubism, Although far from 
naturalistic, critics consider Corbu- 
sier’s paintings and drawings opposite 
in spirit to his architecture. The wa- 
ter colors, oils, drawings and silver 
point engravings sent to New York two- 
years ago (his first American show) 
were characterized as joyful, sensual, 
full of animal feeling and gay, jolly 
unrestraint. Everything in his archi- 
ture is the direct contradiction of this. 
His buildings, whether beautiful or 
not, are cold, almost inhuman in their 
adherence to an ideal. 

Corbusier's fight for the industrial- 
ization of building, fitness and stark 
economy, has been long and fierce. It 
has not been without triumphs. The 
flat roof made into a garden has be- 
come almost a commonplace in New 
York, reaching its newest and most 
elaborate expression in Rockefeller 
Center. The fabricated houses he ad- 
vocates are a common topic of discus- 
sion and there is every indication that 
they will be increasingly used in 
the near future. The house and pub- 
lic buildings he himself has designed 
are still highly controversial, but they 
have many enthusiasts. Among his 
most famous are a type-house near 
Bordeaux, France; the Maison Laroche 
near Auteuil; a private house at 
Garches; several contributions to ex- 
positions. His design for the Palace 
of the Nations at Geneva is mentioned 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica, with 
the laconic incisiveness of a thunder- 
bolt, as ‘a magnificent conception 
which is perhaps most simply de- 
scribed as fulfilling all that is best in 
the twentieth century.’”’ 

In spite of these and other impor- 
tant successes, in spite of the fact that 
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It was after that that he studied archi- ) 


man, for his. one indelible ambition 
has never been satisfied. He wants to 
build—or see built—a city that ful- 
fills his ideals of modern planning and 
construction. Ever since he came to 
Paris he has been working at this idea, 
which was described in detail in these 
columns several years ago. Being fun- 
damentally convinced that a city 
should not be allowed to grow up hap- 
hazard according to the whims of its 
citizens, he has an almost fanatical 
faith and hope in this city of the fu- 
ture. He wants above everything to 
see it built. 


O THIS end he has been writing 
books and articles, giving 
speeches and interviews for 
years. The ideas he expressed have 
saddled him with the reputation of a 
radical. Actually he has no primary in- 
terest in politics, but it is probably 
true that the architectural notions he 
stands for could never find expression 
in a purely individualistic state. For 
that reason he has taken many of them 
to Russia, where they receive most re- 
spectful attention. As yet, however, 
the Soviet has given him no more con- 
crete evidence of sympathy. 

It is important in considering Le 
Corbusier to realize that his ideas can- 
not be made subservient to fads and 
cultural whims as can those of most 
of his colleagues. They are the foun- 
dation for a philosophy. 

“At present men who work in a 
city and live in the suburbs spend two 
or more hours a day in useless trans- 
portation. That is a waste. Then 
they work three hours a day to pay 
taxes levied to construct and maintain 
transportation systems that support 
the waste. To work for food, clothes, 
pleasure—that is something. But to 
work for waste-——that is slavery. 

‘Private property should be consid- 
ered a public utility. If private prop- 
erty is an enemy, it should be fought. 
We should have a mobilization of 
property by the Government, just as 
in time of war we have a mobilization 
of men. It is war against an enemy.” 
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Ellis Parker, a small-town detective 
living and working in Mount Holly, 
New Jersey, is nevertheless a nation- 
ally-known figure in police circles 
through the remarkable number of 
major crime mysteries he has unrav- 
eled. His skillful analysis of frag- 
mentary evidence immediately sug- 
gests that celebrated fictional detec- 
tive, Sherlock Holmes.

“Taking photographs along the Del- 
aware River,’ answered the Sergeant. 
“He was working down along the riv- 
er, and on account of Philadelphia I 
thought I’d bring him in and have him 
explain.

Ellis Parker turned to the small 
man. ‘“‘Were you taking pictures 
along the river?’ he inquired.

“All right. Just sit down and wait 
a few minutes. Oh, Clint! Will you 
take this camera down the street and 

have the plates in it developed for 
Mr. Watanabe here. That will give us 
some direct circumstantial evidence on 
this business.’’ 

... You know, George, they talk a 
lot about circumstantial evidence not 
being worth much, and not convict- 
ing people on it and so on. But don’t 
you ever believe them. Circumstan- 
tial evidence is the only kind that 
counts. Circumstances are facts that 
you can see with your own eyes. Once 
you put them together to make up a 
picture of what has happened in a 
given case, you shouldn’t let the testi- 
mony of a thousand witnesses change 
your mind. A man’s memory may go 
wrong or he may tell lies, but the facts 
can't lie. They can only be misinter- 
preted, and you can’t be sure till you 
have all the facts. 

I remember that Robert Brewer case 
in 1931. There was a case for you. 
What’s the strongest direct evidence 
you can have? Legally, it’s a death- 
bed identification. The courts say that 
if somebody shoots you and on your 
deathbed you say, ‘John Jones did it,”’ 
that statement will outweigh ° any 
amount and any kind of other evi- 
dence. The idea is that if you know 
you’re dying it isn’t worth while to lie 
anyway, and besides you’ll soon be in 
a court where you will have to answer 
for any lies you tell. 

Well, Robert Brewer lived over at 
Crosswicks, with a man named Lawyer 
—two old bachelors, living there to- 
gether. Brewer was an odd-job man, 
working for Lawyer, as he had been 
for 11 or 12 years. On the morning 
of December 21, 1931, Lawyer went 
upstairs to the room where Brewer 
lived and found him lying across the 
bed with his head all bloody. He 

called a doctor, Dr. T. V. Mitskas, and 
the doctor took Brewer right off to 
the McKinley Hospital in Trenton, 
which was nearest. They put him 
under the X-ray right away and found 
he had a fractured skull, with a bad 
hole in his head in the rear on the 
right side just below the level of the 
top of his right ear. When they put 
him to bed he mumbled something 
about being hit with a bottle. — 

Crosswicks is in Burlington County 
so it was our case. They called me 
up from the Trenton hospital, and as 
it looked like the ordinary case of a 
couple of men getting in a fight and 
one of them getting hurt, I sent Clint 
Zeller and Horn over to see what there 
was to it. They reported back that 
Brewer worked for this man Lawyer 
on the farm for his bed and board and 

$1 a day. He got paid every six 
months, and on pay day he’d go out 
on a drunk. 

The medical evidence showed he 
had had a bad smash on the back of

his head, and when the doctors studied 
the X-ray plates they said there was a 
rough-shaped piece of glass lodged in 
his skull. His general condition was 
pretty poor; the doctors said he had 
been drunk when he got the smash on 
the head, but they expected to have 
him able to talk by the next day. 

“Piece of glass, eh?’’ I said. ‘‘That 
looks as though somebody had tapped 
him with a bottle, all right.”’ 

“Guess they did, Chief,” said Horn. 
‘“‘Must have been quite a fight. His 
room over at Lawyer’s place was all 
torn up. I stopped to look at it.’’ 

“Who hit him? Lawyer?’’

In his 
feeble voice, Brewer insisted that New- 
ton Ashbey had hit him on the back 
of the head and that they were down 
at the bridge when it happened, the 
same story he had told before. 

On the morning of the last day of 
the year they called me up again from 
Trenton. Brewer had died during the 
night. That made a murder case of it, 
so I dropped the minor affairs I was 
handling and went over to the hos- 
pital, passing up my New Year’s day 
dinner.

there was no sign of either. He had ip. 
sisted that there was a fight at the 
Crosswicks Bridge, but we had no con. 
firmation of that and I doubted wheth. 
er we would have any, for a fight 
might have gone unnoticed, but a shot 
certainly would not. And these doubts 
threw doubt on all the rest of the 


story. Yet the story was consistent s¥ 


itself; it seemed perfectly reasonable 
that Brewer and the two Negros 
should have gotten into a fight—— 

I pulled up. 

“Did the autopsy show signs of any 
other injuries whatever, even the 
trivial ones?’’ I asked.

Then there couldn’t have been a 
fight, since the shot had come from 
behind. 
it, Brewer’s story accounted for frets 
better than any other.

When the Spanish Cabinet dis- 
solved and a temporary Cabinet 
was appointed, March saw his 
chance. He had been telling one 
‘of his wardens that he was being 
held unjustly, that he was a sick 
man, that the jail was not good 
for his health. On November 3, 


1933, he walked out of the jail, 
and past his guards, escorted by 
the warden himself. His escape 
was kept secret 14 hours. By that 
time March was out of the clutch- 
es of the Spanish police, and safe- 
ly arrived in France. Thus Alcala 
de Henares, a combined prison 
and museum, the place where Cer- 
vantes wrote ‘‘Don Quixote” and 
Loyola his Jesuitical tracts, lost 
one of its most famous prisoners. 

While March was in France, he 
was elected Deputy to the Cortes 
again.

“Added to the eeriness of this 
unearthly din, white sulphur 
fumes shoot upward from more 
than 100 holes in the bottom of 
the crater. Like a geyser, these 
fumaroles erupt spasmodically, 
one perhaps pouring forth a 
steady stream of smoke while an- 
other belches every now and then. 
Although the floor seems solid 
enough, you know from those 
many fissures that you’re walking 
on dangerous ground. At any 
moment you might be swallowed 
into the earth.

There was dust almost every- 
where, and no sign in the first 
building, but in the second was a 
big iron. kettle full of something 
white, like wax. 

“What's this?’’ I asked. 

“Lard. We killed a hog a short 
while back and Bob was trying out 
some lard—why, I guess it was 
the day before he was killed.”’ 

I picked up a stick and, before 
Lawyer could say anything, jabbeg 
it into the lard. It hit something 
that was too hard to be lard. ‘Get 
a knife or a trowel or something,’’ 
I said to Horn. 


E DUG the lard out of the 

V \ kettle. Down in the bottom 

was a yellow sack. I cut 

open a side of the greasy thing and 

out tumbled the biggest pile of 

bills, tens and twenties, that you 

ever saw. When we counted it up 
later there were $3717. there. 

‘‘That’s Bob Brewer's money,’’ I 
told them. ‘Now, Lawyer——before 
the doctor came to tend to Bob 
when you found him upstairs 
there, did you take anything out 
of the room—anything at all?”’ 

He looked at me sort of sur- 
prised. ‘‘Why, nothing but my 
gun,’ he said. “It was lying on 
the floor, so I picked it up.”’ 

“Give me that gun,” said I, 
feeling pretty annoyed with him 
for having taken it out of the 
room and with myself for not hav- 
ing thought of that before. It 
was a small .32 revolver, with four 
unexploded cartridges and one 
empty shell. I handed the whole 
business to Horn. 

“You can take that to the ball- 
istics man in Trenton,’ I told him, 
“but only to check on. I know 
what he’ll find. He'll find that 
this is the gun from which the 
bullet that killed Brewer was 
fired, and that the cartridges have 
a reduced charge. . No, for 
heaven's sake, put those handcuffs 
away. Lawyer didn't shoot him.” 

“Then who was the murderer?”’ 
demanded both of them. 

“There wasn't any murderer. 
Brewer shot himself.”’ 

“What!’’ They both gave me a 
stare. Then Horn said: “I thought 
the doctor said he couldn’t have.”’ 

“He said he didn’t see how 
Brewer could, which is a different 
thing. But do you remember what 
he based his conclusions on? It 
was the angle between the posi- 
tion of the bullet as found inside 
Brewer's head and the hole in the 
back of his head. He and every- 
one else assumed that this was the 
same position the bullet reached 
when it first entered the head. It 
would be in the normal case, 
where the man was killed immedi- 
ately. But if you think back over 
this case you will see that the bul- 
let couldn’t have been in the same 
position. Brewer lay flat on his 
back for three days and showed 
improvement. Then he sat up 
to eat his Christmas dinner. The 
bullet was heavier than the soft 
brain tissues it had lodged in; of 
course, it sank. He got worse 
at once and died within a week. 
So that when the bullet was found 
it was probably an inch or more 
lower down in Brewer's head than 
the spot where it had originally 
lodged, and in reaching this posi- 
tion, you remember the doctor's 
report—‘almost two square inches 
of the brain were destroyed.’ 
Therefore, the bullet was original- 
ly much higher up; the angle was 
sharper, and being sharper, Brew- 
er could have fired the bullet him- 
self perfectly well.’’ 

“Who committed the robbery, 
then—that is, who searched Brew- 
er’s room?”’ 

“There wasn’t any robber any 
more than there was a murderer. 
I said before that the robbery 
was the only possible motive for 
the murder. But as there was no 
robbery, there could have been no 
motive for the murder. Brewer 
searched the room himself. 

“You see, all the contradictions 


in this case arise out of one fact— 
the assumption that there were 
two men in Brewer's rooms the 
night of December 20. Now leav- 
ing out of it everything but evi- 
dence from facts that we observed, 
what evidence is there that there 
were two men in the room? The 
only piece of real evidence to sup- 
port such a theory was that the 
revolver was But Law- 
yer has just told us that the re- 
volver wasn't missing: he found 
it there the next morning. There- 
fore, there is no evidence that a 
second man was in the room.” 

“I suppose that’s why there 
were no more fingerprints.” 

“Exactly. The evidence that 
there was no other man in the 
rooms is absolutely crushing. No 
fingerprints, and the curious se- 
quence of events in which the 
search was made first, then Brew- 
er had a lot of drinks and finally 
was shot while sitting on the bed, 
and shot through the back of the 
head; all that is impossible if you 
bring in another man, but perfect- 
ly possible if you are dealing with 
Brewer alone. Finally, the pres- 
ence of those seven extra bullets, 
exactly corresponding to the bul- 
lets in the gun and with the bul- 
let with which Brewer was shot, 
cannot be accounted for in any 
other way. The gun belonged in 
the house in the beginning and 
was found there afterward.” 

“But what in the world made 
Brewer tear up his rooms s80?’’ 

‘*‘He was looking for his money, 
of course. It came to me this 
morning when I was questioning 
Ashbey and he said Brewer used 
to hide his money before he went 
on a spree so he wouldn’t spend 
it, though I might have thought 
of it before when Lawyer said that 
he never bought any clothes ex- 
cept when he was drunk. When 
Brewer got drunk his natural mis- 
erliness broke down; he knew it. 


HE proof of that is the 
amount of money in that 
lard kettle. Brewer had 
been working for 12 years or 
more at $1 a day; that $3717 
represents almost the whole 
amount of cash he received in that 
time. Money was his God, and 
when he got drunk the night of 
December 20 and began looking 
for his pile, he undoubtedly 
couldn't remember where he had 
hidden it. He must have been 
afraid it was gone and, as the idea 
that life without his money was 
worthless crossed his gin-soaked 
brain, he shot himself.’ 

“Why did he blame Ashbey?”’ 

“That I can’t tell you. Part of 
his brain wasn't working any 
more, of course. It had been de- 
stroyed. Anyway, that’s about all 
the explanation you're ever likely 
to get. Brewer never can tell us, 
and he’s the only one who knew 
what went on.” 

Zeller stuck his head in the 
door. ‘‘Here’s the plates,’’ he said.
